The Promise And the Performance. 


FOR years past, indeed ever since the promulgation of the 
Balfour Declaration, we have asked insistently for some authori- 
tative interpretaticn of the vital words in that document— 
“National Home for the Jewish People.“ The ordinary, 


natural meaning of the expression we ourselves have per- 


sistently stood by. But we have as persistently been told 
that ours was an extremist view; and, only last week, in 
the course of the Debate in the House of Commons on the 
Passfield White Paper, Sin HERBERT SAMUEL, evidently with 
special reference to that point, informed the House that the 
opinion of The Jewish Chronicle was no more than the opinion 
of its Editor. Sir HERBERT did not express himself with 
his usual lucidity. What he intended to convey was that the 
interpretation of the much-argued words which had so constantly 
been held to be the correct one by this journal, was formulated in 
order to dovetail with our views on the Jewish National question 
in general, and to which expression has from time to time been 
given in our columns. Now it so happens that what has 
been denied us during all the years since Lord BALFOUR wrote his 
famous letter to Lord ROTHSCHILD has, within the last few days, 
‘been supplied from two quarters the authoritative quality of 
which cannot be gainsaid. Mr, LLOWD GEORGE, who was Prime 


Minister at the time of the promulgation of the Balfour 
Declaration and was personally responsible in large measure for 
its policy, tells us in an exclusive interview with which he has 


| favoured our columns, what was conte mplated by the establish- 
ment in Palestine of a National Home for the Jewish People. 


It will be found to accord, almost to the very letter, with the 


rendering we have always adopted. And it is band from 


another quarter. Colonel MEINERTZHAGEN, who in 1919 
was sent out to Palestine as Politica} Agent, in the course 
of a farewell interview with Lord BALFourR in Paris—so he 
declared in a letter to The Times—asked that Statesman 
what meaning was to be attached to the National Home, to 
encourage the establishment of which the support and the 
goodwill of the British Government had been promised. The 
reply he received shows beyond question the correctness of on 
estimate of Lord BALFOUR’S intention in the announcement he 
made of British policy in respect to Palestine in‘the event of the 
war ending in favour of the Allies. It is earnestly to be ‘hoped 
that with these statements an end will be put to the absurd 
interpretations that have been ventured concerning the chief 
purpose of the Balfour Deelaration and the Mandate. 
This will tend very materially to clear the way for f. 
Zionist work, aud will make it manifest to all who e 
in it, what the goal of their efforts is understood to be. But,

most Important at the present moment, it will indicate th 7 
widely gaping hiatus between the original object of the Pales- 
tine Mandate and that of those who, as the British Government 
are charged with tmplementing it. No ministerial assevera 
tions, however eloquently rendered, can overcome the patent 
fact: that the policy of the Government as announced in the 
Passſield White Paper and the intention of the Mandate—the 
undertaking in deference to which the Jewish People have done 
all they have in the upbuilding of Palestine—are as the poles 
wide asunder. 

It was but to be expected that Mr. LLoyp GrorGr in the 
course of his interview should refer to the pending election. in 
the Wintechapel Division, and we would direct very careful atten- 
tion to what he has to say. In another column we also allude 
to the subject, and offer to the Jewish electors of the Division 
our ady Ice concerning their duty in the circumstances. We do 
not plead, as does Mr. LLOYD GEORGE, for votes for the Liberal 
candidate, Mr. BARNETT JANNER, only because it is not our 
place to take any sides ofa party character in the contest. But 
we do most earnestly, and with all possible force, appeal to 
Jewish electors not to give their votes to the Labour candidate, 
for his success, should the votes he obtains be as great as or 
greater than those given tothe late member for the Division, 
will mean the triumph of the Government, who will draw from 
it an approval by a largely Jewish Constituency, of their Pales- 
tine policy, and will in consequence pursue it. That is what 
has to be kept in view by all Jewish electors. They ought to 
realise, too, as we show, that the Government will purchase 
their much desired victory if they attain it in this election 
very cheaply if it is to be, as is suggested, at no more than the 
expense of the hostile vote of Mr. HALL in the event of their 
determining to carry on the policy of the White Paper and should 
he beelected. All the reasons urged by those Jews who are 


associated one way or another with the Labour party, that by 
the return of the Labour candidate the Jewish Cause can best 


be served, show, therefore, that they are sinning against the 
very light, and we trust they may see the illogicality of their 
position before next Wednesday, the day fixed for the polling. 
Whether the Jewish vote in Whitechapel, even if be withdrawn 
unanimously, as we suggest it shauld be, from the Labour candi- 
date, is sufficient to defeat the Government representative, is at 
least doubtful. What, however, is not so, is the power of the 
Jewish electorate, by refusing to give support to the Labour 
andidate, to inflict such a moral defeat on the Government as 
will induce them seriously to reconsider,and may be withdraw alteo- 
gether, the White Paper, which has been received with almost 
unprecedented passionate repudiation by Jews the world over. 
In the name of the unity of the House of Israel, and of all that 
is involved in respect to the future of our people, we appeal to 
the Jewish electors of Whitechapel to show their opinion of the 
present Government's policy in Palestine in the way we suggest 
by not voting for the Labour Candidate on Wednesday next.

From many quarters and from all classes I have received 
messages in the most kindly terms of congratulation and good wishes 
on the entrance by THE JEWISH CHRONICLE into the ninetieth year of 
its existence. The writers are good and generous enough to commend 
my efforts, and that of my staff, during many years past in making 
and maintaining the paper as the leading Jewish Journal throughout 
the world. On behalf of the paper, and all concerned in its pro- 
duction, I can but sincerely say Thank vou to one and all. We 
do not forget that what success has attended our work has been 
largely due to the kindly support we have received from the public, 
and which it will always be, so long as we are associated with the 
effort, our earnest desire to retain and to merit. It has been found 
virtually impossible to print all the messages received, or even to 
acknowledge all of them individually. That they are acknowledged 
thus must not, however, be taken as an indication that each one has 
not been deeply appreciated, as giving all of us welcome encourage- 
ment in the performance of our task. 


The Parliamentary election which is to be held for the White- 
chapel Division on Wednesday next, the 3rd of December, wiil be 
influenced considerably, though hardly it is expected in any case 
fatally, by the votes of the Jewish electors. They constitute a large 
element in the constituency, and on this occasion they ought to make 
that fact felt. Among the candidates is one who supports the present 
Labour Government and if he be returned with anything like the 
majority obtained by the late member, Mr. Gosling, his success will 
be taken as an intimation that the Jews of Whitechapel do not seriously 
object to the White Paper recently issued by the Government, declaring 


the policy it intends to pursue as Mandatory im Palestine. That. 


is the plain and simple fact of the situation, and I am both surprised 
and ashamed to notice that certain Jews who are in the Labaur 
camp think they are serving the Jewish Cause which at this moment 
ought to be predominant in their consideration, by accepting an 
assurance from the Labour Candidate that he will vote against the 
Government if it attempts to jut into force the White Paper 
The Government will care not a rap for Mr. Hall’s hostile 
vote if it be saved defeat - or even moral defeat—in the election. Its 
victory there will be its charter of ‘agreement by a largely Jewish 
constituency in its policy, and that is all it wants. That 
policy, however, has been denounced by virtually the whole of Jewry 
throughéut the world. 
the Mandate, that its purpose, so far as Jews are concerned, ‘shall 
be abrogated. It is palpable, indeed, that if that policy be pursued, 
it will be impossible to build up in Palestine a Jewish National Home, 
and there can be little doubt that it was designed with preciscly that 
object in view.

The Labour candidate in Whitechapel, like the members of the 
Government, has issued a round-about statement trying to make 
it appear that the policy of the Government is based on principles 
of justice to all parties in Palestine. But are Jewish electors 
going to be takenin by such obvious attempts to blind them 
to the true position?“ For the truth is that if the Government 
policy is carried out, then for a long time to come, the hope 
Jews have fostered that they may establish a Jewish National Home 
will be gone. The Arabs in Palestine will be placed in a position 
of dominance over the Jews, and will do their best to prevent our 
people acquiring land or even settling there by immigration. That, 
in fact, is the declared ‘object the Arabs have in view: and as the 
horrible massacre of our people last year went to show, they are pre- 
pared at any opportune moment, to enforce that policy with Jewish 
blood. It is the Arab policy which has the support of the present 
Government, while the Labour candidate in Whitechapel is support- 
ing the present Government. How much in such circumstances 
do his promises to vote against the Government in certain events 
in the future amount to? Just nothing! 


The duty of Jewish electors in Whitechapel on this 
occasion is manifestly clear. Not a vote by any Jew worthy 
of the name should be given to the Labour candidate under any 
pretext whatsoever. Mr. Hall may be and doubtless is an excellent 
man. But he bears the burden of the Government Palestine policy ; 
and so whatever may be his other claims upon the constituency they 


are negatived and wiped out by the fact that every vote given for him 


especially by Jews is a vote in favour of the Government policy of the 
White Paper, There are Jews who desire to see Jewish aspirations 


in Palestine frustrated, just as in every National movement there 3 


have been those spirits who have preferred even actual slavery, and 
slave conditions under which they lived, to the freedom—the spiritual 


They see in it an intention so to implement: 


and moral freedom, and not seldom the physical freedom—such n 
movement would bring them, That is the reason why some Jews, 
who are, it has to be admitted, unconscious of their dense obliquity, 
are rejoicing at the White Paper and hope it means the end of Zionism. 


It does not do so, because Zionism Jewish Nationalism— has 
been intertwined with all the Jew as Jew has lived for during the 
nearly two thousand years since he was deprived of his Nationa! 
being which the Mandate promised to “‘ reconstitute.” But it follows 
that no Jew true to himself whois also worthy of Judaism, would, 
at a moment like this, do anything that would tend to retard th: 
work of Zionism— the work of regaining our National place in Palestine. 
Yet every Jew who votes in the coming election for the Labour can- 
didate will help in delaying the day of our redemption the promise 
of which the Mandate that this present Government is. Outraging in 
principle and disregarding in letter, taught us to believe we might 
see the beginnings of, speedily and in our day. We yet shall do 
so, if. the policy of the Government can be defeated ; because the 
best opinion of Great Britain, of all the sister nations that go to form 
the British Empire as well as all other nations the world over, is, in 
this matter. on our side. If Jews in Whitechapel refuse to cast a 
single vote for the Labour candidate they will do the best that is in 
their power to defeat the Government policy, : 


It will be noted that | have not suggested to whom Jewish voters 
should give the votes they withhold from the Labour candidate. | 
have not done 80 because other candidates who are before the con- 
stituency are as definitely opposed to the Government policy as 
indicated in the White Paper as all Jews should be, and it is not any 
business of mine to say a word that might be interpreted as taking 
sides in party politics. Other candidates than the Labour candidate, 
have expressed very forcibly their views as to the humbug and make 
believe indulged in by the Government during the Debate in the 
House of Commons last week, with their pretence that they were 
taking measures whereby the Jewish National Home could be built 
up the more quickly. 

These candidafes, moreover, support parties that are pledged to 
carry on a policy in, and in regard to, Palestine consistent with the 
Mandate and the Balfour Declaration. Thus votes given for them 
will be in condemnation of the policy of the present Government, 
equally as if they are withheld from the Labour candidate, and so 


zit must be left to the individual voters to support the, party they 


prefer in respect to all other questions. It may be hard on those 
who believe in all for which Labour stands Socialist ideals and so 
forth not to lend their help to a Government which professes Labour 
principles and claims that it is striving to put them into practice. 
But this is a sacrifice of their inclinations which Judaism demands 
It is not a sacrifice of principle that is 
asked, because any Jewish elector can abstain from voting for any 
of the candidates. All that is urged is that no Jew shall vote for the 
Labour candidate, and I sincerely trust that no Jew will fail his people 
at this vitally critical juncture in their history, 


of all Jews in this election. 


The Chief Rabbi was not as clear as he is well able to be, when 
explaining the other evening, at a meeting of the Council of Jews’ 
College, the new Examination Board which he has instituted for those 
who desire to attain the Rabbinical degree. He said it was for students 
other than those who were alumni of Jews’ College. Are we to under- 
stand that it will refuse to examine or grant degrees to any who are 
alumni? It so, will the examinations in each case be equally searching, 
or shall we have the anomaly of a Jews’ College Rabbi being deemed 
superior to an Examination Board Rabbi; or vice versa? Again, if 
there is to be the differentiation which the Chief Rabbi appeared to 
announce, why is it that a representative of the College is to be on the 
Examining Board? How can such a representative consistently 
consent to take part in an examination either more or less drastic than 
one devised for the purpose by the College ; while, if the examinations 
are to be equal in scholastic value, what object is going to be served by 
two examining authorities being set up in this country for the few 
aspirants at any time to the Rabbinate ? 


It would have been well, too, had the Chief Rabbi defined the 
two or three other ecclesiastical bodies who are to be members, by 
representation, of his board, Perhaps Dr. Hertz will take an early 
opportunity of expanding his explanation, particularly on the points 
have mentioned. I see that the Chairman of Jews’ College, after the 
Chief Rabbi's statement, observed that “the whole matter of the 
granting of the Rabbinical Diploma was now settled.” But that can 
hardly be until the public knows who of those who call themselves and 
are called Rabbis, are entitled to the distinction. And that cannot be 
ascertained, it seems to me, until some authoritative body draws up a 
list of genuine Rabbis in the Empire. At present we know, and we 
have the assurance of Dr. Hertz himself to that effect, that there are 
several so-called Rabbis who ought not to be regarded as such, They 
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constitute a fraud upon the Community which, I suggest, it is the 
business of the Chief Rabbi to put an end to. 

It is with great regret that will be universally shared that I have 
learnt of the illness of Rabbi Stephen 8. Wise. Those who know any- 
thing of the average routine of Dr. Wise's existence will not be surprised 
to hear that his indisposition has been caused by overwork. Someone 
who knows the Rabbi very well said to me, only a few months 
ago. that the trouble with him was that he was always in constant fear 
of being late for his next appointment. His energy is phenomenal, 
and he has never spared himself in the slightest when there was ajy- 
thing to do which needed his doing. Everyone hopes that he may 
soon be restored to his pristine health and strength, of which he is 
elways only too willing to devote so much to the public weal. 

A week or two ago I alluded to such attractions to charity, and 
publie efforts in general, as bazaars and that sort of thing. I deplored 
their necessity from more than one point of view, and not least because 
they tend to the degeneration of the charity spirit and the demoralisa- 
tion of those who, in the name of charity, resort to them as a means 
of raising funds. But I realise, none thie less, that these methods of 
extracting money out of the public pocket cannot be avoided, in 
present circumstances, without some excellent institutions suffering. 
Still, as a system it should be watched and discouraged wherever 
possible. In the meantime, since there must be bazaars, they should 
be encoutaged relatively, if at all, solely for the objects they are de- 
signed to subserve; and to that extent no one can reasonably say 
that the one that is to be held on December 10th and IIth at the 
Portman Rooms, Baker Street, W., should not ‘receive the utmost of 
pubhe support. 


The proceeds of the effort are to be devoted to the Stepney Jewish 
Girls' Club, which is under the direction of the Women's Lodge of the 
B'nai B'rith. The club, which is at Beaumont Hall, Beaumont Square, 
E., is the only institution of the kind for girls in the district, as many 
as an average of sixty attending each night. Having regard to the 
organisation responsible for the club, we have no little assurance that 
anything like demeaning “ patronage “ of the girls who use the club 
is not resorted to. They are mothered in the best sense’ of that 
much-misused word, are taught useful occupations, are attracted from 
the streets with the lures that prevail there, and are made just happy 
and comfortable. That the club is appreciated by those for whom it 
is maintained, is shown by the large number who desire admittance, 
but who have to be refused because of lack of funds. And it is just 
there that it is hoped the bazaar will prove to be a remedy—it will, 
for two years, if £1,500 can be raised. Who will not help! Any who 
wish to, and are not at present doing so, should communicate with 
Miss Ena Kahn, the devoted Hon. Secretary of the Bazaar, at 63,

It has been intimated to me that in what I said in this column 
last week, concerning the non-appearance in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
of any announcement to the effect that Dayan Lazarus was to have 
preached the previous Sabbath at the New West End Synagogue, 
there was intended some suggestion reflecting in some way or 
another upon the learned Dayan. I can only plead that I said 
what I meant and meant what I said; that and nothing more, and 


that it puzzles me to think how there are some maliciously minded 


persons for ever anxious to attach a sinister meaning to any plain 
and straight-forward statement. I said that it occurred to me as a 
layman to be inconsistent for a Rabbi who will not permit a “mixed” 
choir of male and female voices in the Synagogue of which he is 
Minister, to occupy the pulpit of another Synagogue where such a 
choir is a feature. And I thought it right to call attention to the 
matter in the public interest and in that of our Ministry, at. the 
same time admitting that I felt sure Dayan Lazarus could, if he 
cared, fully explain and justify what he had done. 


But although I said that the accident whereby no announcement 


of his preaching at the New West End Synagogue appeared, brought 


the incident into some relief, it is nonsensical to suppose that I 
intended to convey-—as I am assured is alleged—that the learned 
Dayan was in the remotest responsible. How in the name of reason 
could he be? Nobody supposes that he intercepted the advertise- 
ment on its way from the offices of the United Synagogue to those 
of THe JEWISH CHRONICLE between which points, as I explained, it 
clearly miscarried. . Nobody, moreover, except one possessed of a 
malicious imagination which he desired to exercise detrimentally 
against Dayan Lazarus and myself, could have thought from what 
was written here that anything other than a strange accident 
happened. I feel that it is due to the learned Dayan that I should 
add something in the nature of an expression of regret on my part

I have pressed Sir Hall Caine to publish the exact wording of the assent 


alleged by Sir Hall to have been given to an interpretation he sub- 
mitted to Lord Balfour as to the true meaning Lord Balfour attached 
to the famous Declaration which bears his name. Sir Hall stated that 


‘on his return some time ago from a journey in Palestine he had written 


to Lord Balfour asking him whether it was not correct that, in issuing 
the Declaration, he had meant no more than that Jews should be given 
the opportunity for colonisation in Palestine, and that no political bias 
in their favour was intended. The Jewish settlement was to be Jewish 
onty in a cultural sense, and for the rest it was to go to form part of a 
Palestinian nation. These are Sir Hall's words: 

That in practical recognition of the great and unforgettable services of 

the Jews to the Allied Cause during the War, it was the wish and will of the 
British Government that their historic race should no longer be a people 
entirely without a country, to be badgered about from pillar to post in the 
future, as they had been in the past, without any real security in many 
countries of possessions or habitations or even of life, but that in view of their 
sublime and age-long expectations there should henceforward be one « ountry, 
and that the most nearly related to their ancient history and religion, in which 
they should at-least have a recognised abiding place, a permanent Home from 
which no other race would be able to eject them as long as the British Empire 
held control. 
It was this interpretation against which I protested, not alone in the 
interests of the Jewish National Movement, but also as being little less 
than a libel upon Lord Balfour, who then was dead and could not defend 
himself, For, if what Sir Hall Caine said was correct. then J contended 
Lord Balfour must have been a double-dyed hypocrite, who allowed 
Jews to interpret the Declaration as. they did, even in his presence 
publicly, without offering them a word of correction. 


In Tux Times of Friday last, however, there appeared a letter 
from Colonel Meinertzhagen who acted as Chief Political Officer in 
Palestine and which is reproduced elsewhere in full. Prior to his 
leaving Europe he took the opportunity of consulting Lord Balfour 
upon the true interpretation, as its author intended it, of the 


Declaration. Here is the Colonel's statement :—— 


As there is so much controversy regarding the application of Zionism, 
let me quote what Lord Balfour told the writer in Paris on July 30, 1919. on 
the eve of taking up the appointment of Chief Political Officer in Palestine. 
Lord Balfour was asked for a definition of his famous declaration and our 
future policy. He replied :— | 

All development, industrial schemes of all kinds, and financial assistance 
must be based on the principle that Jews are the most-favoured nation in Palestine. 
All preparatory work undertaken before the final destiny of Palestine is settled 
must be similarly on this principle. 

And Colonel Meinertzhagen adds that during his term of office he 
endeavoured to carry out his duties in accordance with Lord Balfour's 
instruction. 


Sir Hall Caine, when he wrote to the Sunpay Tiurs where he 
made his statement, said that although he wrote from memory he had 


Lord Balfour's written assent to the interpretation he had submitted 


to him, at his home in the Isle of Man. As he made the assertion he 
did some months ago there has been ample time for himtoobtain the 
document, and, if, in face of what Colonel Meinertzhagen has stated, 
he does not do so now there is but one conclusion any reasonable person 
can arrive at in the matter. He is, it seems to me, the more. bound 
in honour to do so in view of the statement made by Mr. Lloyd 
George in another column and alluded to in this week’s leading 
article. Perhaps, however, Sir Hall may see the necessity of either 
justifying his memory or owning he was mistaken. 


By the by, Colonel Meinertzhagen’s letter strikes me as the 
severest indictment of the manner in which the Palestine Mandate has 
been implemented and of the Palestine Administration generally. It 
bears out to the last letter all that has been said by myself and many 
others as to the root of the trouble, in fact all the troubles, in Palestine 
being in the Administration there, Instead of working the Mandate 
in accordance with the provisions of that document, those entrusted 
with its administration have done their utmost to thwart and harass 
the upbuilding of the National Home for the Jewish people. It is 
from them that the Arabs derived encouragement in their anti-Jewish 
National Home feeling, while they in turn have been backed up by 
more than one official at the Colonial Office who love not us nor the 
Mandate, 


Some time ago I mentioned how Rabbi Julian L. Greifer, of New 
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York. had announced his intention to mould into one Congregation, 
Reformers and Orthodox, and serve both elements as Rabbi, He had 


undergone the most efficient training for the purpose, I added, having 


been a student at an Orthodox Yeshiba, and a pupil of Dr. Stephen 
Wise. The Rabbi now writes me from Binghamton, New York, 
to say: 

Before the impression goes abroad that I am performing some sort of a 
cireus stunt, serving as a Reformed Rabbi on Monday, an Orthodox Rabbi 
on Tuesday, and being nowheres at all times, permit me to say: — 

rv hav e not been ins ited to serve two fac tions in the city of Binghamton. 
My position is that of an Executive Director of the Jewish Community Centre 
in the city in charge of all religious, educational and social activities of that 
Institution. Since the Centre invites, the support of all the religious and 
social factions of the Jewish population of the city, I am obliged therefore to 
come into contact with and cater to every group. 

Binghamton has a Jewish population of a little over 3,000. We have 
three definitely divided congregations—one is strietly Orthodox, one has 
Conservative leanings, and a third is a semi-Reformed congregation. 

What I am attempting to do is to consolidate and unify all social, 
education : nd pl ilanthropic movements under single control, to plac 6 all 
Communal actisities such as the Talmud Torah, the Hachnosas Orchim, 
rational and international campaigns, ete., under the jurisdiction of a 
committee comm sed of repress ntatives of every faction- in short, a fully 
functioning Kehileh under the roof of the Jewish Community Centre. It is 
not upon the question of theology or of ritual differences that we aim to agree 
upon, but our union is really based on a cohesion of our social, educational 
and charitable: needs, 

‘Thus far all my efforts toward unity of action have met with success. 

It is encouraging to find that the London JewisH CHRONICLE is so keerily 

interested in the progress of American Jewry. 
This explanation is interesting, and bears out what I ventured to say 
at the time that “ given goodwill on all hands, I see no reason why the 
XP rithent should not prove successful. and. inter alia. solve almost 
automatically some of the problems that are teasing Jewry in the 
relicious sphere.“

No statement up to the time of writing has been issued concerning 
the progress of the negotiations between the Zionist Organisation 
into which they 80 foolishly were led with the Government, in reference 
to the Passfield White Paper. As a result, all kinds of rumours have 
been spread abroad, most of them detrimental to the Zionist Cause, 
as to the position taken up by the representatives of the Organisation. 
In some quarters it is stated that Dr. Weizmann— who, although he 
has resigned leadership, still leads—has made the most compromising 
suggestions whereby he has undertaken to obtain from the Zionist 
Euccutive an assent to the policy af the White Paper. On the other 
hand, it is said that, in consequence of the pressure brought upon him 
by the American Zionist Organisation, he has been compelled to ask 
that the Conference shall. be suspended for some five or six weeks, 
presumably in the hope that some personal influence may be brought 
to bear, in the meantime, on American supporters of the Movement, 


That the Conference is on the part of the Government—or their 
permanent officials—nothing less than tricky make-believe is shown 
Ly the fact that although the Government had promised, pending 
ihe Conference“ with the Jews,” not to put into force any ordinances 
in consonance with the White Paper, preparations are ostentatiously 
being made by the Administration in Palestine for having everything 
ready for the promulgation of the ordinances, they knowing full well 
that the Government has not the slightest intention of conceding any 
amelioration of their policy to Jewish opinion or Jewish protest. 
There are many blunders that have to go to the debit of the Zionist 
Organisation under the leadership of Dr. Weizmann, but none comes 
near the crass stupidity of this Conference undertaken with Dr. 
Weizmann in the curiously invidious position in the Movement he 
now occupies—a sort of in and out leader, I observe that Mr. Felix 
Warburg, who resigned, largely it is understood in deference to the 
like step taken by Dr. Weizmann, has been succeeded by a Commission 
selected for the purpose. He evidently thought that resignation was 
to mean resignation, and has acted accordingly. And people are now 
asking whether Dr. Weizmann’s resignation was not after all a piece 
of profound Diplomacy, a first fruit of which is that poor Mr. Warburg 


has been “ squeezed out!” Developments will be watched with no 
little interest.

That was an interesting interview supplied by the New York 
correspondent of Tae JxwIisn Curonicie to last Friday's issue, on 
The Jewish Farmer in America.“ It is not so long ago when it was 
stated generally and axiomatically, as if there were no disputing the 
fact, that Jews could not make capable farmers - that they could not 
succeed as tillers of the land. That nonsense has been utterly exploded, 
not least by what Jews have done in Palestine. But it is by no means 


the only land where they have shown their prowess in agriculture and. 


in farming. Thus Mr. Gabriel Davidson, who gave the interview, and 
who is general manager of the Jewish Agricultural Society of America,

In this connection it is worth while mentioning an incident which 
manifests the same sentiment nearer home.

HESE are not the moments, it will be said, in which to beat 
the big drum on the position of the Jewish National Move- 
ment. It is passing through a very severe crisis which 
envelops it as with a thick cloud. The difficulties and 

dangers that beset it have sprung up from the very earth like dragons’ 
teeth, proceeding to tear, rend, and devour it. At least, so it appears to 
those who look not far beneath the surface of things. To them— 
and some of them rejéice accordingly—Zionism is moribund and 
Jewish efforts in that direction are doomed to failure. If, however, 
this is not the hour of victory for all National aspirations by Jews, 
an hour when it is meet flags should be flying, and banners hung out 
upon the outer walls of Jewry, the notion of defeat is based on 
immature views, where it is not mainly on that desire to see it 
which is with some Jews of a sort. 


IN THE COMMUNAL ARMCHAIR.

For — and I have no intention 
at the moment of entering into lengthy details concerning the 
Jewish position—the Jewish Nation lives; and so long as that is 
a fact, it follows that the natural sequence cannot have become 
elimimated, and Jews with their aspiration for a re-created National 
being must be a fact too. But, moreover, those who talk of 
defeat as I have heard so many do these last few days, because 
of the betrayal of Britain's word in respect to the Palestine 
Mandate, because the politiés of Jeremy Diddler have been allowed 
tor the nonce to take the place hitherto occupied by the States- 
manship of John Bull, labour under an obvious misunderstanding, 
It is one which is nicely rounded off by the fecklessness of those who 
lead—or do not lead (Zionist resignations are funny things. so one 
cannot tell for certain which) the Jewish National Movement. They 
farget that a Government may be able to prevent immigration into the 
country designated as the one in which is to arise the National Home 
for the Jewish People. Such a Government may be powerful 
enough, especially when not efficiently resisted, to prevent Jews from 
acquiring land there. But however powerful, and however malicious 
or. misguided, this Government no more than any other Govern- 
ment, cannot kill an idea—it cannot kill the idea under which all 
that has happened in and in respect to Palestine during the last 
twelve or thirteen years was founded. Even a Herbert Samuel 
could not do that! 


ir is ABoUT the Jewish idea I would say a word or so. What 
is it? It is a component part of the Jewish National Movement 
and by far the most important. Because it is-the soul of it and is 
immortal. Andso it must remain. But it is more important in 
the Movement than is even the soul of man in a human being, 
because so long as it is in existence the Movement cannot die. 
It exists in great vigour ; and there is, in consequence, despite all set- 
backs no room for undue pessimism for Zionism or for Jewish 
Nationalism. The National idea, the Jewish idea, has grown and 
waxed in strength. Cast your mind back over the last thirty years 
and tell me what it is that has saved most Jews who have remained 
within Judaism for our people. It has not been the influence of 
the Synagogue or the work of our Rabbis and Ministers. They 
have egregiously failed, as witness their constantly waning Con- 
g@regations, and moreover, the adherents they have been able 
to retain. 1 am not arguing for the moment whether such 
retention is, or is not, important, or to what extent it is 
important. Dr. Montefiore said the other day that it is of supreme 
importance—so much so that so long as a man continued call- 
ing himself a Jew it mattered not how far he practised any 
of those things which go specifically to indicate his being one. 
That, it would appear from what Dr. Montefiore said, was the 
justification of the particular “Synagogue” with which he is so 
prominently identified. So that Liberal Judaism should really be 
termed “ Label Judaism—its members fix upon themselves a Jewish 
label, and that is all that is thought essential. It reminds one 
of the famous Yankee Doodle who, going to town, stuck a feather in 
his hat and called it macaroni! But the Jewish idea, segregation and 
not assimilation, the idea which insists upon the National oneness 
of Jews—that is Zionism, that is Jewish Nationalism. And it has 
taught, during the thirty years to which I allude, Jews to be— 
not merely Jews in lip recognition, such as “Iam a Jew, and proud 
of it, but Jews in fact content, nay gratified at the differentiation 
thus set up for them. That is the idea that has retained them within 
the Jewish fold. We hear no longer Jew whispering the word 
Jew to another in the semi-tones of fearful shame. Thirty years 
ago—and this is just a single instance to illustrate what I am saying 
—a great Jewish corporation with resources of more than eleven 
millions sterling was content to indicate its existence in the City of 
London by a small plate almost unnoticeable to the passer-by, unless 


he happened to be seeking specially for these particular offices. 
That was because the corporation or company, though Jewish in 
purpose as well as in*personnel, did not wish to proclaim the 
fact. We have changed all that, and the change, which has been 
a Revolution, as world-wide as are the habitations of the children 
of Judah, has been the result of Zionism, of Jewish Nationalism, 
of the National ilea. The vast majority of Jews even in this country 
have come to realise that far from there being anything inconsistent 
between absolute loyalty to the State, of which Jews are citizens, and 
equal loyalty to all that is meant by Judaism—and, of course, that 
comprises much more than the Jewish faith—the two loyalties are 
inter-dependent: one fails if the other lapses. And when Dr. 
Montefiore asks whether Jewish Nationalism is in any way helpful 
to the Jewish religion, he, by the very putting of the query. shows 
that in him there is not the complete dual loyalty which is that 


of the true Jew who is a true citizen of whatever land of which he 
may be subject. 

AND HERE AT THIS VERY MOMENT in England. in the great 
Babylon its capital, we are witnessing the working of the Revolution 
to which | allude. Far from hiding ourselves as Jews in social 
caves, we see rising before us a local National Home. I allude to the 
Jewish Centre which is being contrived by the Chairman of Jews’ 
College. Thirty years ago such an institution in London would 
have been impracticable. No one then wanted a Jewish Centre 
unless it was a Synagogue in which he was willing to proclaim 
himself a Jew and stepping outside which he was anxious 
for it to be known that he was an Englishman of the Jewish 
persuasion! Even where organisations for the protection or 
post-school education of the Jewish voung existed, they took 
to themselves fancy names designed for the purpose of hiding 
their Jewish nature. For the most part mainlv in matters of 
charity like the United Synagogue—which is under the 
Commissioners——or the

shield ourselves from extinetion as a Nation. The Jewish Centre 
which is making such commendable heidway is a sign of 


the 
Revolution effected by Jewish Nationalism, and 


it ought not to 
matter to any Jew to enquire whether there is anything religious 
in the process. Those who believe, as presumably Dr. Montefiora 
does, that the Jews are essentially religious beings, ought to be 
happy to see the Revolution that has happened and is proceeding 
before their eyes. It seems to me remarkable that they sheuld 
oppose Jewish Nationalism which has done and is doing so much 
for the maintenance of Judaism, andon the other hand that they 
should not do everything within their power—they, most of all 
others to help and assist the spreading of the idea. 


HOWEVER THAT MAY BE—and [ Shall take an opportunity later 
on to say something more about the Jewish Centre when it ig 
further advaaced—-with such undeniable evidence of the living 
strength of the National idea as the establishment in London with 
the concurrence of all sections of the Community of a Jewish Centre 
—and one on such generous and complete a scale there is no 
cause for despair. And although from one aspect the Zionist Move- 
ment is passing through a trying and testing time, making it 
appear obscured with difficulty, there is nothing for the wringing 
of hands. The idea remains, and retaining and cherishing the 
idea we Jews will in the ultimate triumph.

Mr. M. MINKOWSKI (Buenos Aires). 


Mr. Maurice Minkowski, the well-known artist, died as the result 
of a motor accident in Buenos Aires at the age of forty-nine. The 
deceased, who was born in Warsaw in 1881, was a deaf-mute, but in 
spite of his disabilities he became an artist of much renown. At 
the age of eleven he was commissioned by the Governor of Warsaw 
to paint his portrait. In April of last year, Mr. Minkowski held an 
exhibition of his works in London. He was a highly accomplished 
technician, especially in water-colour. His work showed great 
creative and imaginative genius, and his skill in grouping was 
noteworthy. THE Jewish CHronicte art critic, in an article on 
Minkowski's works, which appeared on May 3rd, 1929, said: “In the 
work of Maurice Minkowski . . . . we see a splendid example of the 
East European type of Jewish genius . . . we find the penetrating 
grasp of character and the absorbed interest in human emotion 
which is to be expected in a Polish Jew: it is the high intensity with 
which these are developed which is remarkable.” 


Proresson ERNST FUCHS (Vienna). 


The death has occurred at Vienna, at the age of 79 of Professor 
Ernst Fuchs, the famous ophthalmologist. The deceased had lectured 
and practised for forty-five years. He wrote several treatises on 
eye diseases which became standard works on the subject, 
and were translated into many European and several Oriental 
languages. The late Professor travelled widely and lectured 
in various parts of Europe and America. On the occasion of his 
seventieth birthday, the Municipality of Vienna bestowed on him 
the Honorary Citizenship of the City. In 1885, the deceased took 
over the management of the Exe clinic at the Vienna General 
Hospital, and under his supervision it gained the international 
reputation it enjoys to-day, |

Work of the Yiddish Scientific Institute. 


Rescuing Gems of Jewish Folk Creation. 


Haham Dr. M. GASTrn presided on Saturday evening at a recep. 
tion given by the Workers Circle Propaganda Committee at Circle 
House, Great Alie Street, Aldgate, E.1, to Mr. Zalman Reisen, one of 
the prominent workers in connection with the Yiddish Scientific 
Institute, which has its headquarters in Vilra. Mr. Reisen who is 
also the Editor of tne Vilna daily Tod arrived in London after a 
visit to the United States. 

As a result of the reception, it is intended to form an English 
section of the Society of Friends of the Yiddish Scientific Institute. 

Haham Dr. GAaster, who is one of the Honorary Chairmen of 
the Board of Trustees of the Institute and who is taking an active 
part in the endeavour to form an English section, spoke of the 
treasures which, he said, lay hidden in the great Yiddish literature. 
They were running a grave danger, however, of letting it all slip 
away. The young generation in this country was already providing 
an ominous lesson, for it did not want to know of anything that 
was Yiddish. They looked down upon Yiddish, which to them, was 
contrary to the general trend of development and a hindrance to 
progress. Dr. Gaster appealed to the audience to tackle the 
problem and join hands to save the old ‘treasure. (Applause.) 
He referred to the Folk Lore Society which, he said, had been 
formed in this country some fifty years ago. They had no idea, he 
said, how many such societies were spriiging up every day. No 
nation could show such a great, deep and fine literature as they 
could show in their Yiddish literature. Dealing with the Yiddish 
Scientific Institute Dr. Gaster said that it was a kind of high school 
where they prepared collectors, not of money, but of tales; of 
legends, proverbs, and historical documents, written in Yiddish, 
which were found in the Various archives of the world. The 
Institute wiped off their dust so to speak and published them in 
journals’ and reviews. It also collected statistics with regard to 
everything of importance concerning world-Jewry. Just as it was 
a great Mx, went on Dr. Gaster, to save the soul of a single Jew, 
so it was now the duty of Jews in this and other countries to save 
the soul of millions of Jews by saving the language and the 
literature. 

Mr. S. DrREEN welcomed Mr. Reisen on behalf of the Central 
Committee, and urged support for the Institute. 

Mr. Morris Myer, Mr. CAPITANTCHIK (for the Ben Uri), Mr. 
WEINBERG (representing No. 1 Branch of the Workers’ Circle), and 
Mr. Fine (in the name of the Mantle Makers’ Union) also spoke. 

In the course of his reply, Mr. Reisen said the Institute, 
founded five vears ago, had grown from small and modest beginnings 
and to-day it had branches and auxiliary organisations in seventeen 
countries. Mr. Reisen said those who,were undertaking the work 
of collecting in the various countries had to start right from the 
very beginning. By its activity the Yiddish Scientific Institute 
was -rescuing from loss and oblivion the relics of the Jewish past 
and the gems of Jewish folk creation. It conducted research studies. 
in Jewish history, the Yiddish language and literature; it had a 
philological section, an economic-statistical section, an historical 
section and a psychological-pedagogical section. But in order to 
carry on their work funds were necessary, and he hoped that they 
would show their appreciation in a practical manner.

Mr. LLOYD GEORGE: 


Exclusive Interview for “The Jewish Chronicle.“ 


CONTINUED WORLD-WIDE PROTESTS. 


The Question in Whitechapel. 


Mr. Lloyd George, who initiated the Debate on the White 
Paper last week, and who was Prime Minister when the Balfour 
Declaration was issued, in the course of an exclusive interview 
with THE JEWISH CHRONICLE said: | 

“TI think that this is pre-eminently the time when the 
Jewish Community ought to make their power felt. They 
ought to make it clear not merely that they resent a breach of 
faith, but that they can make a very effective protest. It is 
essential that they should show their political power and resent- 
ment of what 1 feel to be a reflection on British honour, that 
Great Britain should go back on an understanding and a bargain 
made not merely with the Jewish Community, but with all the 
allied nations of the world. 

“If the Jews neglect the opportunity afforded by the Election 
in Whitechapel, which is a Providential one for them, coming as it 
does immediately after the White Paper, they may look for other 
rebuffs of the same kind, in the future. , 

“Their motto ought to be the Scottish one— No one can hurt 
me with impunity.’ If they let it go by, it will make a very great 
difference in the political power of Israel. 

I have a special sympathy with Jewish National aspirations as 
a member of a small nationality. Jews, although in the aggregate 
they form a considerable nationality, inside each individual country 
their numbers are less formidable. The only protection afforded 
to small nationalities is that we should make it clear that those 
who break faith with us will suffer by it. Now it is pre-eminently 
the opportunity for Judah to show its power.” 

Mr. Lloyd George proceeded to commend on personal grounds 
the candidature of Mr. Barnett Janner in the Whitechapel 
By-Election. Mr. “Janner, he said, 
was the type of man needed—he 
had plenty of courage and business 
capacity. Mr. Lloyd George knew 
him to be a keen Zionist when Mr. 
Janner fought a Welsh constituency. 
Mr. Janner, he said, had always dis- 
played the greatest keenness about 
this great effort in Palestine. He 
was thus not putting it on for the 
sake of the election, because Mr. 
Jauner had spoken to him about it 
long before the election. 

As to the effect of the Palestine 
debate in the House of Commons, 
Mr. Lloyd George declared it had 
undoubtedly helped to check the 
movement .against the National 
Home. If there had been no protest 
he said, the days of the Jewish 
National Home would have been 
numbered. I am certain of it he 
reiterated. “ But Whitechapel has an 
exceptional chance of just giving the 
finishing touch.” |

8,000,000 to 5,000,000 during the days of Rome when, scientific 
discoveries had not intensified the fertility of the land and the 
opportunities for industrial development, could certainly maintain 
the same population to-day.

It was not merely to be an opportunity for the Jews to colonize 
in a Jewish National Home. In the view of my Government which 
promulgated the Declaration, if meant a good deal more than that. 
It meant that an opportunity was to be given for re-creating 
Hebrew culture in the country consecrated to Jews by the highest 
traditions, and from what J understand that has been going on until 
the present moment. I have, for instance, heard some remarkable 
stories about the artistic development in Tel-Aviv. 

Palestine undoubtedly was intended by us to provide a true 
and real National Home for the Jews. Unless it was to be a National 
Home there was no point in the whole matter. 

“Nor have I any doubt (he continued) that it will be a com- 
plete success, provided fair play be given. It has even now 
nchieved a remarkable success when you consider the diffi- 
culties; but I have no doubt 
that in twenty or thirty years’ 
time, if there is no interference, 
it will be a source of pride to 
the British Empire that there 
should have been such an achieve- 
ment under our flag. The country 
when we took it over was almost 
a squalid wilderness. It will 
become a smiling garden with a 
new culture making contributions 
of its own to the common stock of 
civilisation.”

CANDIDATES’ ELECTION ADDRESSES. 


The candidates in the Whitechapel By-Election have issued 
their election addresses, and all of them make a special point of 
referring to the Palestine problem. 

Mr. BARNETT JANNER, the Liberal candidate, says: The White 
Paper issued by the Labour Government dealt a serious blow to the 
great name which Britain has always held for honouring her word 
in the letter and inthespirit. Mr. Lloyd George was Prime Minister 
when the solemn Pledge was given to encourage the establishment 
of a Jewish National Home in Palestine, and, he and the Liberal 
Party are in the forefront of the fight to maintain this undertaking. 
Enlike other candidates in this election, who appear suddenly to 
have become interested in this great issue, I have always fought 
strongly for this cause, 

“I have been, and am, an active Zionist and Nationalist and 
hold important positions in the Movement. I strongly resent the 
definitely anti-Jewish action of the Government which has rightly 
caused the strongest condemnation throughout the world. A vote 
for me is the only manner in which you can show your disapproval 
of the Government's attitude. I shall work in the future as I have 
done in the past, in seeing that the obligations of the Mandate are 
fully and effectively carried out.“ 

The Conservative candidate, Mr. Lori GUINNESS devotes a para- 
graph in his election address tothe Socialist Attack on Jewry.” 
He says: As regards the very important question of the position 
of the Jews in Palestine, I pledge myself to uphold, in the letter and 
the spirit, the undertakings given to the Jews in the Balfour 
Declaration. While Mr. Baldwin was Prime Minister he stood firm 
for this Declaration and all that it meant to the Jews. Now the 
Socialist Government has adopted a policy which Dr. Weizmann, 


the President of the Jewish Agency, and Lord Melchett, regard as a 


damaging blow to Jewish hopes. As a member of the only Party in 
the House of Commons which has the will and the power to resist 
the Government's attack on the Jewish people, I appeal for the 
support of all Jewish electors. The Conservative Party dealt fairly 
with the Jews while they were in office. The Conservative Party 
will see that the Jews get a fair deal to-day.” , 

Mr. JAMES Haus, the Labour candidate, has issued a special 
leatlet dealing with British Labour's attitude to Palestine. The 
Government, it states, have explicitly re-affirmed their 
intention to carry out the Mandate exactly in accordance with its 
full terms, and they make no change whatever in the interpreta- 


tion of the Mandate adhered to by all successive. Governments 
since 1922. 


Labour Government's Betrayal of the Mandate. 


Lord Meichett's Message. 

A large number of meetings are being held by all candidates in 
the Whitechapel area, particularly in the neighbourhood of the docks. 
At one of these meetings Mr. Henry Mond, M.P., read a message 
from his father, Lord Melchett, which said that the White Paper 
stood condemned by experts throughout the world as a breach of 
the Mandate, This attempt,” said the message, by the present 
Government to introduce a policy which, as far as any sane person 
can make out, prohibits the future expansion of the National Home 
and infli¢ts a heavy and unnecessary burden of debt and taxation, 
both: on the Jewish community in Palestine and the British tax- 
payer, for the benefit of the Arab population, must be resolutely, 
courageously and decisively resisted. I appeal to the Jewish electors 
of Whitechapel not to cast one single vote for a representative of a 
party whose Government, and those serving them, have only shown 
in manifold directions their ill-will to our movement.” 


Jewish Electors Protest against the White Paper. 


“A Piece of Cant and Humbug.” 


The Palestine Protest Committee held a public meeting on 
Tuesday evening at the Whitechapel Art Gallery. Many hundreds 
of people were present, the hall being filled to its utmost capacity. 

Rabbi L. Raprnowirz, M.A., who presided, said that that 
meeting was the first public meeting called by the Palestine 
Protest Committee in order to carry out the aim for which it 
was formed. Its aim was to take every legitimate means within i's 
power to protest against the White Paper, which had been issued 
try the present Government, and to pursue that protest until thct 
paper was withdrawn. He would like to emphasise the fact that the 
Palestine Protest Committee was entirely non-political. They were 
using the present by-election in Whitechupel as a legitimate means 
of registering a protest against the Government. 

Mr. A. ABRAHAMS said that a study of the official documents 
relating to Palestine, published by the Permanent Mandates Com- 
mission of the League of Nations, would show that every report 
every official statement from 1920 onward was completely at 
variance with the White Paper. The Labour Government had 
shown itself to be more *aictionary than any of the preceding 
governments; it had shown itself hostile to every endeavour to 
hasten or expedite the social progress of Palestine. 


— 


Mr. P. Horowitz, B.Sc., said they were now told that the White 
Paper did not mean what it said. Why on earth should a Govern. 
ment, which was supposed to understand English, issue a White 
Paper which, they asserted, did not mean what it said? They sai: 
that the Jewish people did not understand it; then it was that Dr. 
Weizmann, who was born in Pinsk, did not understand it; that Mr. 
Lloyd George, a Welshman, and General Smuts from South Afric, 
did not understand it; Mr. Winston Churchill, an authority o. 
English literature, did not understand it. But General Smuts an 
Mr. Lloyd George, who framed the Balfour Declaration, hay. 
emphatically declared that the White Paper was a direct violation o 
the Balfour Declaration. The Government's action was nothing els. 
but a piece of cant and humbug which had to be exposed. Thel. 
answer must be no compromise, so far as the White Paper was con. 
cerned, and every determination must be made to carry on with the 
work in Palestine. A by-election was regarded as a test of the 
opinion of a constituency. “ This action of the British Government. 
said the speaker in conclusion, in issuing the White Paper and in 
refusing to withdraw it, is an action which calls for the unanimous 
protest of every Jew and Jewess living in this country.” He had no 
hesitation in saying that the Jew who to-day gave his support to 
the Labour Government was betraying the Jewish people. : 

Other speakers were Messrs. I. Henriques, Morris Myer, Robe 
B. Solomon, M.C. and Saul Myer, 

The following resolution was unanimously adopted: 

That this great assembly of Jewish-electors of Whitechapel regist«: 
its emphatic protest against the issue of the White Paper by the presen: 
Labour Government, and registers its determination to oppose it in every 
way possible to the utmost of its power. 

A copy of the resolution was forwarded to the Prime Minister at 
Downing Street. 

The Palestine Protest Committee have arganised another public 
meeting, Which will be held next Monday evening at half-past eight 
at the Whitechapel Art Gallery.

The Poale-Zion's Attitude. 


»Ratting from Zionism. 

A special joint meeting of the Executive Committee of the Jewish 
Socialist Labour Party—Poale-Zion—with representatives of all 
London Branches, the Poale-Zion Youth Organisation and the 
Women's Section of Poale-Zion, considered the present political 
situation and the forthcoming By-Election. The meeting re-affirmed 
the view that the White Paper on Palestine recently issued by the 
Government was a gross violation of the terms and the spirit of the 
Mandate as well as of the declarations, resolutions and pronounce- 
ments of the Labour Party; the Poale-Zion Movement was deter- 
mined to continue its fight within the Labour Movement with a 
view to repealing the White Paper. 

Mr. James HALL, the Labour candidate, in a special statement 
addressed to the Poale-Zion on his attitude towards the Palestine 
question, expressed his criticism of the White Paper as a document, 
stating that many inferences in it he could not reconcile with the 
Labour Party's Palestine policy. He unequivocally declared himself 
prepared to vote against this, or any other Government that might 
desire to put in operation a policy which did not contain full recog- 
nition of the rights of the Jewish people in Palestine as expressed 
in the resolutions adopted by the various Labour Party Conferences. 

In view of this assurance, the meeting considered that the policy 
best calculated to safeguard the interest of the Jewish masses and 


the rights of the Jewish people in Palestine was to support Mr. Hall's 
candidature, 


“The White Paper Stands.” 


In a statement to a Jewish CHRONICLE representative Mr. 
Barnett Janner declared: “The Labour Party have made it clear 
in the Debate on the White Paper, that wounded Jewish feeling 
which resulted in protests from world-wide Jewry, will have no 
effect on their attitude. The White Paper stands, and it is deplor- 
able that a small section of the Jews who profess to be Zionists 
should see fit to flout the bitter resentment of all right-thinking 
men by declaring publicly that they support a Government whose 
policy on the particular point is being put to the test in a con- 
stituency which should emphatically declare its determination ta 
voice the opinion of World Jewry on the Issue.” 


Government Policy on Land Purchase. 


The Prime Minister Repeats his Evasions. 


The Palestine Protest Committee addressed a letter to the Prime 
Minister, asking him for an explanation as to the intended policy of 


the Government as regards future land purchase in Palestine by the 


Jews. Mr. MacDonald wrote, in the course of his reply, that far 
from seeking or wishing to repudiate the Balfour Declaration of 
1917, His Majesty's Government have stated in the clearest way 
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their determination to execute the Mandate (in which the Balfour 
Declaration is embodied) exactly in accordance with all its terms. 
They make nochange whatever in the interpretation of the Mandate 
given in the White Paper of 1922, to which all successive Ministers 
have adhered. They neither enact nor intend any stoppage or pro- 
hibition of Jewish immigration; and the Statement of Policy 
expressly provides for the continuation of Jewish colonisation 
operations withouta break. They set no limit to whatever expan- 
sion of the Jewish National Home in accordance with the terms of 
the Mandate may prove practicable.” 


Palestine Questions in Parliament. 


Financial Commitments for Defence. 


Mr. BRACKEN (C., Paddington, N.) asked the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, whether His Majesty's Government had entered into 
any fresh financial commitments in Palestine during the last three 
months; and whether they proposed to enter into any further 
financial commitments during the present financial year. 

Dr. Sts (Parliamentary Under Secretary for the Colonies) 
replied to the question as follows: As a result of the decision of His 
Majesty's Government to continue to maintain the present garrison 
in Palestine it will be necessary to ptovide further accommodation 
for the troops. : 

Full details of the liability of His Majesty's Government on 
account of defence will be found on pages 5, 6 and 7 of the Supple- 
mentary Estimate for Colonial and Middle Eastern Services which 
was presented to the House on the 14th inst. As I stated on 17th 
November, His Majesty's Government intend to submit to the House 
proposals for the guarantee by His Majesty's Government of a loan 
of not exceeding two and a half million pounds, on which it is 
contemplated that the interest and sinking fund should be met, for 
the first few years, from votes of Parliament. It is not anticipated 
that any expenditure on this account will fall to be met during the 
current financial year. I am not aware of any contingency that 
might entail further commitments during the remainder of the 
current financial year. 

The Colonial Development Act. 


Mr. DENMAN (Lab., Leeds Central) asked the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, having regard to the fact that the Colonial Development 
Act, 1929, was passed in order to make grants or loans for such 
purposes as are contemplated in the proposed development of 
Palestine, why the Treasury decline to apply the Act to that case. 

Mr. SNOWDEN wrote in reply: The development scheme contem- 
plated in Palestine is not, in my judgment, within the scope of the 
Colonial Development Act. For this reason the Government propose 
to guarantee the necessary loan and to propose to Parliament certain 
provisions from votes in aid of the loan charges in the first years of 
the scheme.

DR. WEIZMANN ANGLING FOR SUPPORT.

* 
HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


‘The discussions between the Cabinet Committee and Dr. 
Weizmann, which were officially initiated last week, have been 
temporarily interrupted at the request of Dr. Weizmann, and they 
are not likely to be resumed for four or five weeks. Apparently the 
American Zionists are not altogether satisfied with recent events, 
and are anxious to safeguard the Zionist Movement against an 
indefensible compromise with the BritishGovernment. Dr.Weizmann, 
evidently with a keen eye on what may happen at the Zionist Con- 
gress in February of next year, has yielded to the demands of the 
American Zionist leaders who wish to participate in the negotiations 
with the Government; and it is understood that the negotiations 
will be resumed when an American delegation arrives in this 
country in December. The arrangement is that one prominent 
delegate from America will attend all further discussions with the 
Government. It is authoritatively stated that the discussions have 
been delayed to meet the wishes of Dr. Weizmann, whose desire to 
satisfy American critics has been the subject of much discussion in 
Ministerial circles, where the opinion is freely expressed that he is 
now more concerned about the. retention of the leadership than 
with the contents of the White Paper. | 

With unrestricted freedom the Zionist leaders are, I hear, declar- 
ing themselves satisfied with the conversations they have had so far 
with the Cabinet Committee. On what ground their optimism is based 
it is difficult to discover, as it is now certain that the Government will 
not issue another statement on Palestine policy this year. Last 
week there was a distinct possibility of an early announcement from 
Downing Street which would have modified the White Paper as at 
present framed, but Dr. Weizmann's unconcealed anxiety to please 
his opponents in America has played right into the hands of the 
Government, and there is a marked feeling of relief in Whitehall. 

A New High Commissioner? 


I have been making careful enquiries as to the origin of the 
White Paper, and it is now quite clear that the permanent officials 
at the Colonial Office were more than usually interested in its com- 
position. It is also asserted, in well-informed political circles, that 


Sir John Chancellor's undisguised hostility to the Jewish National 
Home proposal misled Lord Passfield into believing that the White 
Paper would be reluctantly accepted by the Zionists. As High 
Commissioner for Palestine Sir John Chancellor has displayed little 
Sympathy with Jewish aspirations, and it is believed that his 
continuance in office is not regarded with particular enthusiasm by 
influential members of the British Government. It is daw ning upon 
the Government that the Palestine experiment is not merely difficult, 

but that the difficulty is being materially increased by an unfriendly 
Administration in Palestine. 

Dr. Weizmann's Fatal Vacillations. 


Mr. A. V. Alexander, the First Lord of the Admiralty, who is a 
member of the Cabinet Committee on Palestine, is believed to hold 
pronounced views on Zionism, although he has only taken up the 
question for the first time in the past fortnight. His short speech 
in last week's debate was provocative and anti-Zionist, and in 
Labour circles the view is that the Government has been ill-advised 
in nominating him as a member of the Committee, On the 
other hand, Mr. Arthur Henderson, the Foreign Secretary, who is 
also a member of the Committee, has a much better grasp of the 
facts, and is more likely to persuade his colleagues to take a 
more reasonable view of Zionist claims. But whatever happens, it 


is now obvious that the Zionist leaders have once again thrown 


away a good chance by their feverish desire to retain the leadership 
in their own bands. A popular Labour leader remarked to me this 
weck: Tu JEWISH CHRONICLE knows what it wants and is quite 
frank about it; but Heaven knows what Weizmann is after. One 
day he is clamouring for concessions and the alteration of the White 
Paper, and the next day he begs the Government to leave the White 


Paper alone until he has patched up his — differences with 
American Zionists. It is a farce.”

LORD BALFOURS DEFINITION OF POLIC Y. 


Colonel R. Meinertzhagen, addressed the following letter to 
THE» Times of Friday last, in answer to Lord Lloyd's communication 
which appeared in that paper on November 19th, and was reprinted 
in our last week's issue: 

Lord Lloyd's letter in your issue of to-day, while laudably 
urging a non-party examination or interpretation of the Palestine 
Mandate, touches on two aspects which cannot pass unchallenged. 

It is inferred that the immigration of Jews into Palestine has 
given an impetus to Bolshevism in the Middle East. Palestine is 
not the “springboard of Bolshevism in the East,” and there is no 
foundation for such a statement. Of course there are agents of 
Bolshevism in Palestine and persons prepared to distribute Com- 
munist propaganda, but not more so than exists in this or any other 
country where fertile soil for Russian toxin pertains. Anyone 
aware of the deplorable position of Jews in Russia would realise 


that they of all communities have suffered most from Bolshevism. 


and are the least likely to spread the disease. Notable exceptions 
prove the rule. 

Another statement in Lord Lloyd's letter rei iterates the fallacy 
of attempting to curtail the rights and privileges of the existing 
Arab population in Palestine.” Arab rights and privileges in Pales- 
tine have been very strictly preserved, and no instance of any real 
hardship has so far come to light. Apprehension, rumour and dis- 
tortion exist, but no hardship. On the contrary, Zionism has beena 
direct benefit to the Arabs in Palestine. Neither can the Arabic 
peoples of the world constder themselves badly treated. Alone of 
small nations have they more than one kingdom. Self-determination 
has done more for the Arabs than for any other race. 

Finally, as there is so much controversy regarding the applica- 
tion of Zionism, let me quote what Lord Balfour told the writer in 
Paris on July 50th, 1919, on the eve of taking up the appointment 
of Chief Political Officer in Palestine. Lord Balfour was asked for 
a definition of his famous declaration and our future policy. He 
replied : 

All development, industrial schemes of all kinds, and financial assist- 
ance must be based on the principle that Jews are the most-favoured 
nation in Palestine. All preparatory work undertaken before the final 
destiny of Palestine is settled must be similarly based on this principle. 

During my term of office in Palestine I endeavoured to carry 
out this interpretation. Since 1920 our policy in Palestine has been 
whittled down to exasperating limits by the very persons whose 
duty it has been to carry out the policy. Obstruction to Zionism by 
His Majesty's Government, by persons blinded to the immense moral 
and physical advantages of the policy by anti-Semitism, and by 
unsympathetic officials in both Palestine and Downing Street, have 
proved greater enemies to Zionism than all other economic or political 
obstacles. 

Zionism has come to stay. To attempt to interfere with Jewry 
is to interfere with history. His Majesty's Government and enemies 
of Zionism can delay the ultimate destiny of Palestine, but they 
cannot prevent its ultimate fulfilment. 


No Communism in Palestine. 
The Chief Rabbi of the British Empire, in the same issue of 
Tun Times, also controverts Lord Lloyd's assertion about Bolshevism 
in Palestine. He says: Lord Lloyd, in his letter in your issue of 
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the 19th inst., goes out of his way to imply that Zionist immigration 
into Palestine has had the inevitable result of turning Palestine into 
the spring-board of Bolshevism in the East. 

Lord Lloyd seems to be unaware of the faet that no class of the 
population in Soviet Russia is persecuted with greater ferocity than 
the Zionists. The Soviet rulers imprison them, exile them to Siberia, 
and send them to the dread concentration camps at the White Sea, 
on the plea that “ every Zionist is an agent of British Imperialism.” 
Moreover, the Bolshevist authorities have repeatedly and openly 
boasted of their share in instigating the Arab riots and massacres 
of August, 1929. Thus, at the Labour Conference in Moscow, October 
Sist, 1929, Ghemerinsky declared: We have promised the Arabs 
assistance in their fight for freedom. We have fully supported their 
battle against British Imperialism.” 

In the circumstances, is it conceivable that the Zionist leaders 
would consent that any of the immigration certificates so grudgingly 
granted by the local and home authorities should be diverted to 
Soviet propagandists? I need only add that the Federation of 
Jewish Labour, which represents practically the entire Jewish 
working-class in Palestine, is strongly anti-Communist; and no 
Communist is permitted to remain in its ranks. If any Communists, 
therefore, are to be found in that country, the responsibility lies 
with the Palestine Government, which fully controls immigration, 
snd it alone can tell why it does not deport them, as it did in 1921. 

Lord Llovd. as. very one to whom the honour of his country is 
sacred, 16 pained at the accusations of bad faith which are now being 
hurled at Great Britain from every quarter of the globe. I believe 
li have made it clear that these accusations cannot effectively be 
a cruel and baseless charge against Zionism 
s of Palestine.

The Political Situation. 


Jewish and Arab Opinions in Palestine. 
From a Correspondent.—JERUSALEM. | 


The Jewish Press and Jewish public opinion continue to express 
great dissatisfaction with the results of the Palestine debate in 
Parliament. The moderate Hebrew daily, the HAARETZ, criticises the 
continuation of the negotiations between the Jewish Agency and 
the Government, assuming that they were conducted on the basis of 
the White Paper. The organ demands that the Jewish Agency 
leaders should only negotiate with the Government for the with- 
drawal of the White Paper, and not for concessions on various points 
in the White Paper. 

The Secretary of the Arab Executive, Mr. Jemal Husseini, has 
sent a cablegram from London to the Grand Mufti, describing the 
Palestine debate in Parliament as an Arab success. The message 

was intended to impress the Arab extremists with the necessity of 
accepting the new White Paper policy, to which the Grand Mufti and 
his extremist partisans were still opposed on the ground that it did 


not totally prohibit Jewish immigration into Palestine and Jewish 
land purchases in the country, 
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In Vaad Leumi circles great disappointment is expressed with 
the result of the debate. It is argued here that both the Govern. 
ment and the Arabs will soon realise that the new White Paper will 
be of no benefit even to the Arabs, 


Palestine Revisionists Firm Stand.

I understand from a.reliable source that much anxiety exists 
in Government Treasury circles over the fact that it is possible that 
at the end of the current fiscal year the Government budget will 
show a deficit of close upon £P.500,000, Serious consideration is, 
I learn, being given to this problem because it is not considered 
feasible to reduce Government expenditure at the present time. 

The deficit will be caused by the absolute stoppage of Jewish 
immigration and large purchases of land, which will bring about a 
loss of revenues consequent upon the curtailment of investments, 
cessation of land transfer taxes, and the like.

„% And behold I am with thee, and will keep thee whithersocver 
thou qoest, and will bring thee back into this land; for I will not 
‘eave thee, until I have done that which I have spoken to thee . 
Genesis ravi. 1d. 

What strange complexities characterise the lives of men, com- 
plexities both of character and of vicissitude! Jacob is first 
described to us as a simple man, EF WN. But, as his character 
unfolds itself, we learn of the extraordinary phases through which 
liuman souls may pass in the course of their development. We 
cannot form a correct estimate of Jacob's character from a single 
There is, for example, Esau's estimate of his brother's 
he says, like his name, a cunning supplanter. 
learn that this description, drawn from the 
vrievous failings of Jacob's early years does not cover his true 
character. Ile has to pay for the blessing and the birthright 
he bas wrenched from his brother, in years of exile and physical 
hardship and weariness of soul. They were the seed of nearly all 
the sorrows that darkened his life. The deceiver paid in full 
measure as the victim of deceit in after vears. The tremblings of 
his old father found bim out, when he was in turn deceived by his 
own children. Itmay be that at first Jacob misunderstood the nature 
of either the blessing or the birthright that he coveted. Perhaps he 
knew not then that the birthright was something that could not be 
hought. even for the most costly food, and that his father could not 
Onsure a blessing. even when fortified by the venison that he loved, 
unless that blessing were indeed the purpose of the God whom he 
served, Anvone who had seen, Jacob, furtively leaving his father’s 
home from fear of his brother's vengeance, ashe went forth from Beer- 
sheba. could have estimated at but smatl worth the value of either 
the blessing or the birthright, he had won. He is cast forth sud- 
dents into the wilderness, he, who has been all his life the dweller 
in tents. Stripped of all comfort, bereft of all security, he still bas 
something within his heart and in his memory to cheer him on his 
way. Perhaps it is but a vague hope and promise. But it bas sunk 
deep into bis soul. It has come down to him from his grandfather, 
Abraham. It has grown a hundredfold in the home of his father, 
[sung. Not all the dust with which the Philistines had filled the 
welis could choke the source of the springs, overflowing with the 
Divine message. Of this message or hope or promise Jacob was now 
the heir.

But we 


[he visions that men see by night are largely coloured by the 
ihotights in which they spend their day. There must have been 
‘omething already in Jacob's soul in harmony with the dreams, 
vouchsafed to him. We cannot imagine dreams of ‘spiritual signifi- 
cance coming to his brother Esau. He would only despise such 
weird fancies, if he heard tell of them. But in Jacob's heart they 
ring true. It has long been attuned to such Heavenly music, 
Perhaps it was the apparent fading away of his earthly prospects that 
roused bis deeper spiritual activities. Perhaps. his very loneliness 
and need of protection brought within his purview a revelation of 
Divine guidance. When we are most in need of it, we realise the 
more fully the Providence that surrounds our lives. The sun has 
set with a suddenness that characterises the swift oncoming of night 
in eastern climates. Jacob makes such hasty preparation as he may 
and prepares a pillow for his weary head from the desert stones. 
Those stones, says the Midrash, strove together that each might 
claim to have furnished the patriarch's pillow. But God 
joined them together. In the morning there was but one 
stone, of which Jacob made his monument of thankfulness. 
This interpretation may express how the-conflicting emotions that 
must have filled Jacob’s mind as he lay on his stony pillow were 
crystallised and harmonised by the vision he had seen. It was a 
hard and a weary life to which he was going, much of its weariness, 
as we have said, due to his own conduct, much due to vicissitudes 
over which he had no control. But the vision that he has seen at 
Bethel can never leave him. For Jacob, as for all his descendants 
after him, however weary the way may be, the vision of the ladder 
that joins earth and Heaven can never fade. The angels go always 
to and fro, marking man's progress Heavenward, bringing God's 
revelations to earth. | 
whether in sorrow or joy, whether in weakness or strength, God 
stands above. The misty future gathers form and shape and more 
than everything carries with it the promise of a perpetual presence 
and a constant guard. 

The contrast between the sleep and the awakening reveals the 
difference between the Jacob who alighted at Luz, as the sun was 
setting, and the man who rose up early in the morning and realised 
that God was there, though he had not known it. So it was to be 
through life. God was to be around him and beside him. The great 
training had begun, that was to fit him ultimately to wrestle and 
prevail, There must bave been sometning in his nature, that made 
him fit clay for the Master's fashioning. Therein lies the hope for 
us who, knowing our shortcomings, doubt whether God can 
work His purpose in our wayward lives.

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It was generally expected that the Parliamentary 
debate would not only show the extent of the 
opposition to the policy of the White Paper but 
also induce the Government to make a declaration 
of repentance. The former expectation was, on 
the whole, fulfilled; the latter has been dis- 
appointed.” The speeches delivered by represen- 
tatives of all three parties left no doubt of the 
feeling of resentment aroused by the spirit and 
contents of that malicious document, but as no 
vote was to be taken the Government were not 
obliged to capitulate. From the replies made by 
the Prime Minister and Dr. Drummond Shiels, 
however, it seems pretty clear that the Govern- 
ment have realised that they have committed a 
blunder, but having their dignity to preserve 
they refrain from confessing their error. Tactics 
demanded that they should reply to the general 
indictment. by a counter-accusation, and so they 
taunted everybody—from the most eminent 
statesmen downwards—with a lack of under- 
standing. If the White Paper proposals have, 
indeed, been misunderstood, if they mean that 
the policy of the Mandate is to be observed in 
a measure at least not less than was the case before 
it was written, then why should not the Govern- 
ment issue a Revised Statement so as to set all 
further doubts at rest ? 

When Dr. Shiels was assailed at the end of the 
debate with questions from all sides, as to whether 
the White Paper still stood, he replied that it did 
Was explained and amplified in the course of 
the debate; He probably had no alternative, 
since, on the one hand, the Cabinet have not yet 
scrapped the White Paper, and, on the other 
hand, he could not gloss over the modifications, 
reservations and _ re-interpretations which the 
Prime Minister, Lord Passfield, and he himself 
had so plausibly offered. But such a reply is 
clearly unsatisfactory. The White Paper is 
the product of a deliberate, hostile intention on 
the part of the Colonial Office, and unless it is 
either withdrawn or replaced by another document 
it will be used by the Colonial Office and the 
Palestine Administration to justify every anti- 
Zionist measure which they may wish to hatch. 
The suggestion has been made in some quarters 
that as the White Paper merely represents a pro- 
nouncement of policy, but does not actually con- 
stitute a series of enactments, it should not inspire 
such fear or resentment, especially as the Covern- 
ment have said that it has been misunderstood, 
and they might, therefore, be disposed to put it 
away into some pigeon-hole. But it would be 
indulging in a mere delusion to imagine that, if 
the document were not scrapped or replaced by 
another that was acceptable, it would not be 
applied with the utmost rigour by the bureaucrats 
of Downing Street and Jerusalem. There are 
only two alternatives; either the White Paper 
must be scrapped altogether or it must be 80 
revised, rewritten, and rectified as to be altogether 
different both in spirit and contents, Whether its 
authors can and will perform such a feat, calling 
for a complete change of heart and mind, is, at 
present, to say the least, rather doubtful. 

White Papers belong to that order of anonymous 
literature which is generally the product of plural 
authorship. A careful examination of the sinister 
document on Palestine policy leaves little doubt 
that the drafting was done by a Colonial Office 
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official with a Machiavellian turn of mind, who is 
entirely hostile to the Zionist idea; that while 
based on the Hope Simpson Report, it was inspired 
by the anti-Zionist bias of the High Commissioner, 
who must have seen it in draft before it was pub- 
lished ; and that it was touched up here and there 
by the Colonial Secretary, who apparently was 
blinded to the denunciation of Labour ideals 
which he was made to endorse. It is possible that 
Lord Passfield, when he passed the. White Paper, 
really thought that it was compatible with the 
terms of the Mandate, in which case he has simply 
betrayed his ignorance of the Mandate, of its 
genesis and its implications. 

So far from the situation in Palestine having 
been helped by the White Paper, it has been very 
seriously injured, and it is likely to take some time 
before there is a possibility of improvement, The 
Paper is now in a state of suspense, for the Govern- 
ment have declared that they will not proceed 
with any legislative or administrative measures 
based on it until both Jews and Arabs have had 
an opportunity of expressing their views. The 
conversations with the Jews—that.is, with the 
representatives of the Jewish Agency—are now 
taking place, and the Government announced in 
their first communiqué relating to the conference 
that they hope to reach an agreement upon the 
differences at issue. The White Paper having 
been the immediate and compelling cause of the 
resignation of Dr. Weizmann, and having met with 
energetic repudiation on the part of the Actions 
Committee and the Political Committee of the 
Jewish Agency, it obviously cannot form the basis 
of the conference. The demands and the grievances 
of the Jewish people in respect of the administra- 
tion of the Mandate are so definite, so urgent, and 
so numerous that the representatives of the Jewish 
Agency should have no difficulty in drawing up 
a programme that should form the subject of many 
protracted discussions with the Cabinet representa- 
tives. These demands and grievances have been 
ventilated at all Zionist Congresses and Conferences 
in recent years, and some of them were descanted 
on at the last session of the Permanent Mandates 
Commission; but hitherto the Colonial Office 
has turned a deaf ear to them, and some of its 
high officials have even complained that too much 
of their time was being occupied with Zionist 
affairs. But it has cost a terrible massacre and 
& world-wide turmoil before the opportunity was 
at last obtained of presenting the Jewish case to 
a Cabinet Committee for consideration. How do 
we know whether the Cabinet are really sincere in 
their professed desire to secure agreement, or are 
they simply marking time? Or have they been 
actuated in any way by their anxiety in regard to 
the Whitechapel election ? 


The scene of main interest now is at the secret 
conferences between the Cabinet Committee and 
the Jewish Agency representatives. The Govern- 
ment are anxious to go ahead with these discus- 
sions as quickly as possible, but there are so many 
problems to discuss, and until now the divergence 
of opinion between the Colonial Office and the 
Zionist Organisation has been so wide, that it is 
likely to be some time before any definite and 
satisfactory results are reached. The outstanding 


gratifying feature about these conferences is 
that for the first time for many years the Zionist 
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leaders have the opportunity of submitting their 
grievances before members of the Cabinet specially 
appointed by the Government for the purpose, 
Hitherto such discussions have been carried on 
solely with the Colonial Secretary or Under- 
Secretary, or with the Permanent Under-Secretary 
(Sir John Shuckburgh) or other high official, and, 
as a rule, the honours ” have rested with Downing 
Street, It is obvious that the Cabinet Committee, 
whose members, apart from Lord Passfield, are 
entirely new to the bristling problems upon which 
they have been called to deliberate, will not come 
to a decision without previous consultation with 
the permanent officials. It is these permanent 
officials who have all along heen a stumbling- 
block in the path of Zionism, It is they who, in 
their wilful misreading of the Mandate, have been 
responsible for all the rebuffs and setbacks that 
we have had to endure during the last ten years. 
And they will, naturally, do their utmost to advise 
the Cabinet Committee in a sense contrary to the 
spirit that produced the Balfour Declaration. 
Whether the Cabinet Committee will feel strong 
and courageous enough (at any rate, they include 
the War Secretary and the First Lord of the 
Admiralty, both doughty statesmen) to resist the 
anti-Zionist counsels that will be poured into their 
ears remains to be seen, The officials will, of course, 
fight for the retention of the White Paper, for its 
scrapping would be probably regarded by them 
as a more serious blow at their own vaunted 
sapience than at the prestige of the Government. 
And the Jewish Agency representatives will have 
equally to fight for the withdrawal of the Paper 
or the substitution of a sympathetic, reasonable 


and constructive statement. The Government will 


doubtless be anxious to be able to make some sort 
of announcement later calculated to influence the 
Jewish vote at Whitechapel. So far, however, 
apart from the stereotyped assurances given that 
the Mandate will be upheld, there is not the least 
indication that the Government are prepared to 
redraft their policy. 


On the contrary, it is rather ominous that 
preparations are being made in Palestine—so 
report saith—for the enactment of new ordinances 
in regard to land, the effect of which would be to 
place restrictions upon the freedom of purchase 
which the Jews have hitherto enjoyed. If the 
Government have entered the Conference with the 
Jewish Agency with a perfectly open mind, it is 
rather difficult to see how the High Commissioner 
can be allowed to go on with those preparations, 
which are causing so much disquiet among the Jews 
in Palestine. If there are to be any new ordinances, 
it will be time enough to draft them after the 
present discussions with the Cabinet. are over. To 
continue these legislative preparations in Palestine 
simultaneously with the deliberations in Downing 
Street can only have the effect of making one 
suspicious of the bona fides of the Government. It 
is true that the Government have announced that 
no new legislative measures will be introduced before 
the Jews and Arabs have had an opportunity of 
submitting their views; but it would be far more 
satisfactory from all points of view if the Govern- 
ment instructed the High Commissioner to suspend 
his legislative preliminaries until further notice. 

Doubtless one of the important questions that 
will be discussed with the Cabinet Committee will 
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be the proposed Development Loan. It is not 
clear what this Loan is intended in the main to be 
used for, but so far as the explanations already 
viven by the Government afford any guidance it 
ecems pretty certain that the Jews will not benefit 
by it—except, perhaps, in some very insignificant 
measure in the very remote future. The man in 
the street, however, the ordinary British taxpayer, 
when he reads that the Loan is to be guaranteed 
bv the British Treasury and that both interest and 
sinking fund are to be provided by the British 
(iyverriment’s Budget for the first few years, will 
immediately raise an outcry against the Jewish 
National Home. The Jews in Palestine will have 
to contribute a disproportionate share towards the 
repayment of the Loan without enjoying any of 
its blessings, and both they and Jews generally will 
have to bear the odium caused by the supposed 
burden of the British taxpayer.

had a year's notice and adequate cash compensation 
for the disturbance involved and the improvements 
he has made. To urge this Loan, therefore, on the 
ground that it is necessary to remedy a wrong for 
which the Jews are responsible, is a procedure that 
is falsely founded and utterly indefensible. It is 
manifestly bound to arouse prejudice. From 
whatever point of view, therefore, one regards the 
matter at present, it is not in the least in the Jewish 
interest that the Loan should be issued. 

It is not certain at present whether the Govern- 
ment's Conference with the Jewish Agency will be 
followed immediately by a conference with Arab 
representatives. There is clearly no need for such 
a long discussion with the latter as with the former, 
since the Arabs have no legitimate grievances and 
are infinitely better off under British administration 
than they were under Turkish misrule. But as 
the Government will probably want to bring the 
discussion with the Jewish Agency to an early 
conclusion—owing to ‘‘ Whitechapel calling! — 
the conversations with the Arabs may be left to a 
later stage or—who knows ?- to another Govern- 
ment,

Jew in a state of degradation and enfeeblement, 

iis determination to rise superior to his environ- 
ment and become the master of his oppressors. 

Since almost their only means of gaining a 

clihood was through commerce, we naturally 
limi the Jews inhabiting the coast towns. n 
ey. ys Fynes Moryson, they live upon 
the sea coasts, and in cities of greatest traffic, and 
commonly have the offices to gather the Emperor's 
tributes. For not one of them liveth -upon 
any manual trade, but grow rich by their wits, 
er rather frauds in extortions, wherein also many 
Christians and Turks find their employment and 
service very useful and profitable to them. In 
Turkey they are not seen in any towns within 
the Continent, but only in their journeys from 
one city of traffic to another (I). 

The principal place of their residence was Con- 
stantinople, or rather a part of it called Galata. 
(i this district it is said, “‘ Galata is, properly 
speaking, a city of itself, handsomely built, being 
surrounded by walls, and has large suburbs, is 
exceedingly populous, and mostly inhabited by 
Franks and Jews, and is a place of great trade (2). 
A seventeenth century writer likewise remarked 
that it was “* peopled more by Christians and Jews 
than by Turks (3). ; 

As to the numbers of the Jewish population 
in the middle of the seventeenth century, we have 
n valuable piece of information preserved by the 
traveller, Peter Mundy. He quotes from Grimston's 
account of Constantinople as follows: The 
tribute called Charay(4), levied on the Jews at 
Vonstantinople, being one Chequeene for every 
male child, amounts to eleven millions three 
hundred Chequeene.“ Mundy rightly corrects

About a century 
earlier, we are informed, 10,000 Marannos had 
settled in Constantinople, and the whole Jewish 
population numbered 30,0006). The diminishing 
number is confirmed by another piece of evidence. 
Whereas the same authority says there were 
forty-four Synagogues in Constantinople, in the time 
of Mundy there were only thirty-cight. The size 
of the Community ‘continued to decrease, as may 
be seen. from this statement, dated 1810: The 
wise tolerance of the Turks has produced a grpat 
increase of this part of the population (ie,, the 
Jews in Galata) since the last conquest of the 
city. In the twelfth century, when the Jew cf 
Tudela travelled, he found only a thousand of his 
countrymen in the place... . In the middle of 
the seventeenth century, a traveller was persuaded 
that there were between twenty and thirty 
thousand of that accursed and contemptible people 
in the city; and the smallest computation would 
rate them now at fifteen. (7). 

That the Jewish inhabitants decreased in number, 
instead of increasing, can be accounted for. The 
terrible conditions which obtained in Germany in 
the fifteenth century drove two young men to 
migrate to Turkey. They found there what seemed 
to them by contrast security and happiness ; and 
they induced a fellow-countryman, Isaac Zarfati, 
who had settled in the country before them, to 
issue a proclamation in 1456 in which he announced : 
Turkey is a land wherein nothing is lacking. 
If ye will, all shall yet be well with you. The way 
to the Holy Land lies open to you through Turkey. 
Is it not better for you to live under Moslems 
than under Christians? Here every man may 
dwell in peace under his own vine and his own 
fig tree (8). The immediate effect was a con- 
siderable migration from the Rhinelands into 
Constantinople; but the oppressions, which are 
described below, drove many to seck a place of 
refuge elsewhere. 

In addition to the poll tax levied upon every 
male member of the Community, the Jews had 
to pay for permission to carry out their religious 
rites. Grimston mentions that they do also 
give a present of three thousand sequins every. 
year for the confirmation of their privileges and 
to have a Rabbin to command their Synagogues, 
and twelve hundred sequins to have leave to bury 
their dead (9). In course of time, apparently, 
these special presents were dropped, but one

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is let into all his secrets and does all his business, 
No bargain is made, no bribe is received, no mer- 
chandise disposed of, but what passes through their 
hands, You may judge how advantageous this is 
to a people who never fail to make use of the 
smallest advantages, They have found the secret 
of making themselves so necessary, they are certain 
of the protection of the Court, whatever Ministry 
is in power. Even the English, French and Italian 
merchants, who are sensible of their artifices, arc, 
however, forced to trust their affairs to their 
negotiation, nothing of trade being managed 
without them, and.the meanest among them is too 
important to be disobliged, since the whole body 
take care of his interests with as much vigour as 
they would those of the most considerable of their 
members, There are many of them vastly rich, 
but take care to make little public show of it; 
though they live in their houses in the utmost 
luxury and magnificence (14). 

Of their occupations a hundred years later, we 
have this piece of information from Hobhouse's 
useful book: The most considerable amongst 
them are -brokers and money-changefs, jewellers, 
physicians, surgeons and apothecaries ; the lower 


classes~are sherbet-sellers, silk-twisters, druggists, 


hoatmen, fishermen, confectioners, perfumers, 
tobacco-sellers and mountebanks (15]. In 1711, 
we are told, the Grand Seignor in Constantinople, 
had “‘a Jew doctor who was physician to the 
seraglio (16). Hobhouse tells an amusing story of 
the cleverness of a Jewish dentist. ‘When first 
introduced to the Sultan, he was ordered to examine 
a tooth, which, upon inspection, he found it was 
necessary to extract. He very naturally con- 
sidered it a delicate matter to give such exquisite 
and sudden pain to an absolute monarch, and 
resorted to the following strategem. Hiding the 
instrument in his long sleeve, he requested per- 
mission to re-examine bis Highness’s tooth, and 
fixing the steel and drawing out.the tooth with one 
motion, instantly gave a loud scream and fell, as 
if in a fit, upon the ground. 
from his seat in his instant surprise and anxiety to 
relieve the Jew and thought nothing of the opera- 
tion or his complaint, until he found the cause of it 
had been removed, Whether or not the fact was 
understood at the szraglio is not told, but such is 
the reputation of the skilful Israelite, that he is in 
perpetual request, and his fee .is not smaller than 
that of the most fashionable London dentist.” 

Not only the men proved themselves nimble- 
witted. The women also seemed to make the most 
of their opportunities. George Sandys,at the be- 
Einning of the seventeenth century, wrote: They. 
are good work-women, and can and will do anything 
for profit, that is to be done by the art of a woman, 
and which suits with the fashion of these countries. 

.. Of late they have been blest with another 
Esther, who by her favour with the Sultan, pre- 
vented their intended massacre and turned his fury 
upon their accusers (17). A more detailed account 
of their activity is narrated by a contemporary 
writer, Robert Withers, as follows: The Sultanss 
have leave of the King that certain Jewes women 
may at any time come into the seraglio unto them, 
who being extraordinary subtle queans (u., women 
of worthless character), and coming in under colour 
of teaching them some fine needlework, or to show 
them secrets in making waters, oils and painting 
stuffs for their faces; (having once made friendship 
with the eunucks which keep the doors, by often 
bribing them) do make themselves by their crafty

insinuation, so familiar with the King's women, that 
they rule them as they please, and do carry out 
anything to sell for them, or buy and bring in what- 
oe ver the Sultanas shall have a will to. And hence 
it is, that all such Jewes women as frequent the 
seraglio do become very rich. For, whatsoever they 
bring in they buy it cheap and sell it dear to them 5 
and then on the contrary, when they have jewels 
to sell for the Sultanas (which are to be conveved 
out by stealth), they receive their true value for 
them of strangers, and then tell the simple ladies 
who know not the worth of them (and are afraid 
to be discovered) that they sold them peradventure 
for half that which they had for them 18). 

These transactions after a time became detected 
with rather painful consequences to the Jewesses 
who were engaged in them. Withers proceeds to 
relate: By these means, there come things of 
great price out of the seraglio, to be sold at very 
easy rates; yet in the end the Jews have but a 
bad market of it, for being discovered to be ri: h, 
and their wealth to be gotten by deceit, they often- 
times lose both goods and life too. The Bashawes 
and Defterdar altogether aiming at such as thev 
are, thinking by that means to restore to the Grand 
Signior that which hath been from time to time 
stolen from bim, and the rather for that they 
themselves seldom want their shares in the estates 
of such delinquents.” 

A particularly gruesome and revoltirig instance 
of this treatment has been preserved by John 
Sanderson, 1599. He rélates: “A 
Jewish woman of the greatest credit and wealth in 
Constantinople was brought out of her house and 
stabbed to death in the Viceroy’s yard, thence by a 
window. in where the Grand 
Signior, Sultan Mahomet, stood to see: she was 
drawn with ropes to the publickest place in the city, 
and there laid for the dogs to eat ; who did devour 
her all save the bones, sinews of her legs, and soles 
of her feet. Her head had been carried upon a pike 
through the city, and alike her shameful part ; also 
many small pieces of her flesh, which the Turkish 
Janizaries and others carried about tied in a little 
pack-thread, showing to the Jews and others, and 
in derision said, Behold the whore’s flesh. One 
slice of- her I did so see pass by our door in Galata. 
Her eldest son the next day in like manner cruclly 
stabbed and murdered in the said Viceroy's court; 
dragged thence and laid by his mother, but was so 
fat and rank that the dogs would not seize upon him, 
or else they were satiate with the woman's flesh the 
day before, who was a short fat trubkin (e., a 
squat woman). So together with his mother’s 
bones the next day was this body burned in that 
place. Her second son became Turk to save his 
life; so would his dead brother, if he could have 
had the favour. The third son, a young youth, 
their wrath being appeased, they permitted to live. 
This was an act of the Spahi's in spite of the Great 
Turk's mother; for by the hands of this Jew 
woman she took all her bribes, and her sons were 
chief customers of Constantinople; who took all

‘the gainful business into their own hands, doing 


what they listed. The mother and children were 
worth millions, which all went into the Great Turk's 
coffers (19). 

Another mode of suffering to which the Jews 
were subjected is indicated in the statement of 
George Sandys: ‘‘ Not seldom they themselves 
(viz., the Janizaries) set the Jews’ houses on fire; 
who made wary by the example, are now furnished 
of arched vaults, for the safeguard of their goods, 
which are not to be violated by the flame (20). 
His allegation is confirmed by another traveller of 
the same period, Thomas Coryat, who wrote:

Janisaries do of purpose set houses on fire, even 
to the great endangering of the city for prey and 
spoil sake, especially the houses of Jews. For 
which cause the Jews within these few years have 
both made their houses stronger than they were 
wont to be, and also have made vaults under their 
houses, into the which they may convey their goods 
whensoever there chanceth any sudden fire (21). 

A further indignity heaped upon them is 
mentioned by James Howell, the Historiographer 
Royal to Charles IT, viz., In Turkey, if a Mussul- 
man come to any of their houses, and leave his shoes 
at the door, the Jew dares not come in all the while, 
till the Turk has done what he would with his 
wife (22). But as Howell is by no means a reliable 
authority, and his charge is, so far as I am aware, 
unsubstantiated.in any other source of information, 
we may well doubt its veracity. 

That the Turkish officials acted most brutally 
towards the Jews with absolute impunity is only 
too evident. The Rev. T. Smith, who had a first- 
hand acquaintance with conditions in that country, 
has recorded: The Jews are very obnoxious to 
the insolencies of the Janizaries, who often-times 
to make themselves merry, throw and kick them to 
the ground, and pull them by the noses and by the 
cars. Against which they dare not so much as open 


their lips, for fear the sport should by the least ill 


word be turned into fury and madness. And very 
often, to do them the more dishonour, when any 
criminal has received the sentence of death, they 
presently hurry him away, and make the first Jew, 
rich or poor, they can light upon, walk with the rope 
in his hand, tied about the neck of the other, till 
they come to the next tree out of town, and they 
hang him (23). 

An English doctor witnessed the following 
incident during a visit in 1785: ** Early one 
morning, in a small street not far from the Castle 
of the Seven Towers, I perceived a few men 
gathered together round a upon 
approaching it, found a body hanging by the neck. 
On enquiry, [ was told it was only 4 Jew whom the 
Bostangee Bashee (1.¢., Officer of the Palace Guards) 
had discovered in the streets during the night ; and 
that to convince the inhabitants of his vigilance, 
he had ordered the unfortunate victim to be hung 


door : and 


at the first door (24). 


It was not only at the hands of the Moslem Turks 
that the Jews had to endure cruel suffering. The 
Christians, too, although they had disabilities in- 
flicted upon them, joined in the sport of Jew-baiting. 
An English traveller, William Biddulph, at the 
beginning of the seventeenth century, has reported : 
On Good Friday in many places (especially at 
Zanti) they (the Christians) throw stones at them, 
insomuch that they dare not come out of their 
houses all that day, and yet are scarce in safety in 
their houses, for they used to throw stones at their 
doors and on the roof of their houses. On Thursday 


about noon, the Jews begin to keep within doors, 


and continue there with their doors shut until 
Saturday about noon, for if they came forth before 
that time they are sure to be stoned, but after noon 
on Easter Eve if they come abroad, they may pass 
as quietly as ever they did (25). 

These records of English writers throw a lurid 
light on the life of the Jew in the Turkish Dominion. 
They make one hesitate to accept the verdict of 
Graetz, when writing of the seventeenth century: 
In Turkey the Jews were free from persecu- 
tion (26).

THE “OSE” AND ITS WORK. 


The “ OSE” in its health work among the Jews 
of Eastern Europe, in carrying into practice the 
methods and principles of modern preventive 
medicine, is deliberately building on the solid 
foundation of Mosaic law and Rabbinic teaching. 
During a visit to Lithuania and Latvia, I had an 
opportunity of witnessing to what a large extent 
the “OSE” has succeeded in its aim and has

become instrumental in keeping alive and in health 
important Jewish populations of those countries, 
It is an achievement which ought to be known more 
widely among our people. 

Special attention is paid, of course, to the growing 
generation. The physicians. and nurses of the 
“OSE” regularly attend the elementary schools, 
the Chedarim, Talmud Torahs, Yeshiboth, and 


Tarbuth Schools all over the country. They examine 
the children and their home conditions, and keep 
special records to register the facts relating to each 
In the town of Slabodka, in which the world- 
famous Yeshiba is situated, I visited a number of 
Jewish homes. The first was a wooden hut consisting 
of one small rcom inhabited by a family of six, 
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The children looked starved, the parents were 
emaciated. The father is a wood carrier earning 
20 Lits (about 78. 6d.) per week. The next house 
was no better, and through the tiny window the 
licht could hardly penetrate, so that the room was 
almost in darkness, although outside the sun shone 
brilliantly, An invalid father lived here with his 
wife and one child, and the child was suffering from 
favus. In the next hut a woman lived with her 
three children, deserted by their husband and father. 
The bed was so placed that the rain which came 
through the roof should not fall on their only 
resting place. They looked miserable and wretched, 
hut it was wonderful to see the hope that lit up 
their faces when the nurse who was with me spoke 
to them of the-better times which were sure to come, 
and the faith which had kept our people alive. 

The crisis in the economic life of the Jews of 
Lithuania was still very acute. It was extremely 
hard for them to earn their livelihood, and tt was 
obvious that material want must inevitably be 
followed by depression in the standard of public 
health.

In such conditions the health-preserving 
“OSE” assumed special im- 
portance. The extent to which the Jewish popula- 
tion of Lithuania realised this importance is shown 
by the fact that, notwithstanding the terrible crisis, 
almost 70 per cent. of the budget of the O08E is 
covered by local contributions, 

As is natural, with the desire to bring up a 
healthy new generation, the work was mostly 
concenttated on the development of a medical 
service in the schools. Such work was cartied on in 
Kovno, Vilkomir, Ponevesh, 
Radzwilishki, Shavli, Vilkevishki, Shagory, Miriam- 
pol, Telshy, Plungiany, Kibarty, Shosly, Mosheiki, 
Keydany, Yarburg, Ladsey, Merey, Gelvany, and 
Butrimauzy. About 7,000 children were taken care 
of in this way, The consequence was that cases of 
contagious diseases had become much less frequent, 
and in some schools trachoma and favus had almost 


no less than 19 places

not only have been confirmed, but he might have 
come to the conclusion that in Palestine the week 
had to have eight or nine days in order to provide 
room for all the religious and political holidays as 
well as the sabbaths. As for sabbaths there are 
three official ones— Friday, for the Moslems, Satur- 
day for the Jews, and Sunday for the Christians, 
and it is rumoured that a new sect that proposes to 
sclect Wednesday for its weekly day of rest has 
arisen, Only three full working days—subject to 
the incidence of Saints’ days and other festivals ill 
then remain. For it must be remembered that the 
inhabitants of Palestine are agreed in one respect 


only, on the desirability of observing one another's ' 


holidays, 
In the census of 1922 the inhabitants of Palestine 
were classified according to religions as Mohamme- 
dans, Jews, Christians, Druses, Samaritans, Bahais, 
Metawilehs, Hindus, and Sikhs. The last two 
classes were members of the Army and have since 
left except for a few individuals. The other seven 
great classes remain, They are, however, only 
general descriptions. Each or most of them can 
be broken up into many smaller sects. The 


entirely been stamped out. In the last few years, 
more than 1,000 children suffering from favus and 
more than 500 persons afflicted with trachoma had 
been cured. 

The OSE also sends the children to summer 
colonies, where they are able to recuperate under 
favourable conditions, and in the last year before 
my visit, 532 children enjoyed the benefit of treat- 
ment in six such summer colonies which the OSE” 
conducts in Lithuania. 

The “OSE” has eight out-patient hospitals in 
Lithuania in Kovno, Vilkomir, Vilkovishki, Pone- 
vesh, Shavli, Radzwilishki, Miriampol, and Telshy. 
During 1927 these were attended by 62,165 patients 
of whom 38 per cent. were children, Of the adults 
17.5 per cent. were workmen and artisans, 45 per 
cent. were traders and 19.5 per cent. were em- 
ployees. 

There was a school for nurses, conducted by the 
“ OSE,” in which 120 nurses had already com- 
pleted their training. There was also in Kovno the 
Frumkin “Health -Foundation, a novel type of 
institution which was founded in 1926 m memory 
of the late Dr. S. G. Frumkin, who was among the 
first Jewish social workers to devote himeelf to 
work of this description. This Foundation, which 
fulfils an integral part of the 08E programme, 
was established in co-operation with Dr. Frumkin's 
family at a cost of 30,000 dollars. The building 
occupied by the Foundation is one of the finest in 
the city. It contains a number of OSE” institu- 
tions, a room for the medical inspection and treat- 
ment of school children, with accommodation for 
3,000 patients; an out-patient hospital for adults 
in charge of specialists in internal diseases, throat, 
nose and ear diseases, skin diseases, ophthalmology, 
gynecology, and dentistry; a welfare centre for 
mothers ; bath-rooms for school children in con- 
junction with a disinfecting department and a 
cleansing station; a large gymnasium providing 
facilities for all Jewish gymnastic and athletic clubs, 


— 


which also serves as a lecture hall; an institute for 
the training of nurses; the first Jewish travelling 
museum of hygiene, and a rest place for weakly 
children, fitted with artificial sun ray apparatus. 

I was struck by the up-to-date methods and 
smooth thorough working of the system upon 
which the Foundation is conducted, Each child. 
was questioned and directed to the proper depart. 
ment. The patients were carefully examined. The 
children showed complete confidence in the doctors 
and nurses, and the whole atmosphere was one of 
ease and understanding between doctor and child. 

When | was there the lists of children who wer. 
to be sent to the summer colonies were bein. 
prepared. The medical staff were going throug), 
the children’s health charts and selecting those who 
most needed sunshine and fresh air. The children 
are sent to the colonies for six weeks, What thi« 
means to them can be appreciated only by thos 
who have. seen their home conditions, and it is 
to reflect that because of lack of funds it is no: 
possible for many more children to cijoy tly 
benefits of these summer colonies, 

Although the “OSE” is a Jewish organisation, 
its work is not confined to Jews. Many non-Jew 
come to its various departments for advice an! 
treatment, 

Posters are published with graphic pictures, cash. 
telling its story in Yiddish, how to keep fit and 
healthy and how to observe the laws of hygiene 
Thousands of leaflets and pamphlets are distributed 
bearing the same message of health. The OSE ” 
is thus caring for the health of our people, it is 
preventing the spreading of disease, it is giving 
protection to mother and child, it is instrumental! i 
bringing up a strong and healthy Jewish youth, and 
making it. possible for them to take their proper 
places in the world as the next generation of Jews. 
It is a great claim to make for an organisation, but

AND FEASTS IN PALESTINE.

are subdivided into Latins, or Roman Catholics, 
Anglicans, and Presbyterians, not to mention the 
German Templars, the American Colonists, Christian 
Scientists, Mormons, etc. 
Christians belong the Melchites, Maronites, Ar- 
menian Uniates, Nestorians, Uniates or Chaldeans, 
Jacobite Uniates or Syrians, Abyssinian Uniates, 
all in communion with Rome, and the Orthodox 
Armenians, Jacobites, Copts and Abyssinians, all 
independent. ‘The Druses, Samaritans, Bahais, 
and Metawileh stand by themselves, the last-named 
being closely akin to the Moslems, All of these 
communities and sects celebrate their own festivals 
and Saints’ days. 

Moreover, as if to increase the complications of 
life in Palestine, there are five different calendars 
in use in the country. The Gregorian calendar is, 
of course, used by the Western Europeans, but the 
Eastern Churches and their members still hold by 
the Julian which is thirteen days behind. Then 
there is the Moslem calendar counting from the 
Hegira or Flight of Mohammed, whose year is about 
a fortnight shorter than that of the Europeans. By 
this calendar most of the leases of houses are fixed. 
The Jewish year consists sometimes of twelve 
months, sometimes of thirteen. ‘The fifth calendar 
in use is that of the Copts. And, of course, all of 
these commence at different periods of the year. 
There are even two systems of time in everyday

lists should properly be longer, for the Moslem 
Ramadan, a month of fasting, appears only as one 
holy day, and the Jewish eight-day feast of Chanu- 
kah or Dedication also as one. The heaviest period 
this vear was the month of April, which contained 
fifty-three entries. The month opened with Palm 
Sunday, when the Catholics went in procession 
to the Church of the Holy Sepulchre. Three days 
later was the Wednesday in Holy Week, when there 
were more processions and visits to the Church. 
The same day was the eve of the Jewish festival 
of Passover, which lasted seven days. This eve 
was celebrated by visits to the Wailing Wall, the - 
Jewish. holy place, the last remnant of the Temple. 
The same day the Moslems entered the field with 
the beginning of the pilgrimage to Nebi Musa, 
or the traditional tomb of Moses. From this day 
the religious celebrations move three and four 
abreast. The Moslem ones, it is said, were specially 
invented to attract to Jerusalem large numbers 
of Moslem pilgrims, who, worked into a state ol 
religious excitement, would have been very usefu! 
if the numerous foreign pilgrims in Jerusalem on 
the occasion of the Easter celebrations seemed to 
threaten the established order. The Orthodox 
Church is, as has already been mentioned, some days 
behind the Western Churches.

the Holy Fire from heaven was performed. The 
vast and ecstacy-possessed congregation then 
dispersed, the most fortunate those who had been 
able to light their candles from the sacred flame 
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itself and hopeful of carrying it undimmed to 
their distant homes before the War, sometimes 
as far as Russia or Greece, the least fortunate 
those who were trampled on or otherwise injured 
by the crowd. As soon as the Orthodox wor- 
shippers had dispersed, Armenians, Copts, and 
Jacobites took possession of the sacred building, 
each community conducting its services inde- 
pendently. 

The religious excitements of the Orthodox 
Easter are approached by the Moslems on tho 
oecasion of the Nebi Musa festival. This is now 
less popular than formerly, and as the employment 
of firearms in the celebrations is prohibited the 
risks of ecstatic bloodshed are smaller. However, 
there is enough excitement and colour left to 
satisfy ordinary people. The villagers, each village 


with its own distinctive costume, march or often 
dance in procession. The especially holy become 
intoxicated with their own religious enthusiasm, 
gyrate in circles, flourish swords apparently to the 
certain danger of the crowds that surge around 
and yet miraculously causing no one harm, or charge 
to and fro on their horses, always to the chant 
of Arab songs, generally composed for the occasion 
and not always breathing loyalty to the governing 
powers. But whatever they say or sing there is 
seldom any greater harm than a clash between 
two antagonistic villages, who meet only once a 
year at or on the way to the shrine of Nebi Musa, 
the reputed but absurdly unauthentic burial place 
of the Prophet Moses, 


If the Orthodox Church has its Holy Fire and 


the Moslems their Nebi Musa, the Jews also have 
an equivalent in the annual pilgrimage to the 
shrines of the holy men at Meiron, near Safad. 
The gteat pilgrimage occurs in May on the annrver- 
sary of the death of Rabbi Simeon ben Yiocha, 
who lies buried there. It is attended by Moslems 
and Christians, as well as Jews, as many sight- 
seers as worshippers, and they come from all 
parts. The crush is oppressive, but miraculously 
there are seldom, if ever, any serious accidents. 
As among the Christians and the Moslems, ecstatic 
dances occupy a prominent place in the ritual. 
The piece de résistance of the celebration is, how- 


ever, the sacrifice by fire on the tomb of costly 


robes, shawls and other objects of value, intended 
presumably to please or appease the soul of the 
departed Rabbi and Saint. 


AMOS, THE WHIP OF GOD.

Amos, who marks, as far as we know, the 
beginning of a new movement which we call 
literary prophecy, preached in the middle of the 
Kighth Century. And from his time on to the 
end of Prophecy with Malachi all prophets employed 
the written record as their form of expression. 
Prophecy, in other words, stepped from the folk 
stage of harangue, diatribe and oral participation 
in the councils of state to the higher and more 
cultivated stage of finished discourse, self-com- 
munion, meditation and determined will to influence 
the course of events and the thinking of posterity. 
From this point on, prophecy became a conscious 
effort to transmit the wisdom and iniquity of the 
present to the future, to be used in one case pro- 


fitably and in the other by way of preaching and - 


example. 

From a comparison of the Various personalities 
in these two periods of prophetic history we shall 
ce at once that there is no intrinsic, inherent 
difference between them. Amos and his followers 
were not more bent upon posterity than Elijah 
and Nathan because they wrote down their message, 
but because they were able to incorporate their 
spoken word in a written record. They thus 
grasped at this last straw, as it were, and centered 
all their hope on influencing their spiritual heirs 
to a greater extent than that by which they had 
been able to ply their contemporaries. And they 
wrote down their sermons, harangues, and musings 
for the simple reason that writing had by that time 
become nothing unusual. As the country advanced 
culturally, literature became an accepted vehicle of 
expression and thoughts of consequence were set 
down in writing. Amos was the first to make 
use of this method. But there can be no doubt 
that Elijah would have done likewise had writing 
been as current.in his day as a century later. (It 
would, indeed, be much to say that Amos inau- 
gurated the use of literature in Israel's religious 
history ; but there can be no doubt that the appro- 
priation of this form of expression by the prophets 
did much to promote its spread in Israel.) 

Amos, born of the shepherds in Tekoa, a small 
hill-town of Judah, the southern kingdom, followed 
in the footsteps of his forbears and became a 
shepherd and a tender of sycamores. Knowing 
nothing of his life save this and the few incidents 
surrounding his prophecy, we yet can, with some pro- 
bability, conjecture that he came from a wealthy 
family of culture, as such things were in a primitive 
society of that time. We are led to this con- 
clusion by the whole tenor of Amos’s book, com- 
prising nine chapters of moderate length, each 
having on an average not more than twenty to 
twenty-five verses, and the merely formal expression 
thereof. The language, while not showing the 
richness .and maturity of Deuteronomy or the 
luxuriant majesty of Job, yet possesses the 
necessary vim and fire to take it at once out of 
the class of rural evangelism. It is equally far 
removed from that style of writing so often indulged 
in by literary men for the sake of creating an 
atmosphere, an affectation, the chief characteristic 
of which is its superb polish with every vident hard 
workmanship. 

None of that in Amos! His is the language 
and vocabulary that bespeak the inner man, a 
language that seems to come out of a ponderous, 


— 


marvellous mass, forged in the passion and the 
turmoil of his inmost being. It has power, direct- 
ness and a ring of truth that greets one like sledge- 
hammer blows from the anvil that shaped it. 
From beginning to end, there is not a digression, 
no loss of interest, not an anti-climax. Every 
verse moves in the grimmest, most logical succes. 
sion, like thunder and lightning, 
conclusion. There is no attention 
to side issues. All is placed under the one dominat- 
ing, obsessing thought of the prophet, the doom of 
Israel. And, as a result, of this superb unity, 
the Book of Amos, with all its terseness and brevity, 
is one of the world’s greatest literary monuments, 
Obviously the result of no effort at style or literary 
purity, it yet rémains one of the simplest and purest 
literary endeavours ever any 
language. And no crude peasant who suddenly 
stood forth as a champion against rampant 
sion could have delivered such a phillipic on the

all the best that civilisation had to offer, but 
shunning its many artificialities and annoyances. 
Such was the position of Amos. And he spoke 
with the confidence and assurance conferred upon 
him by that position. He addressed the assembled 
multitudes of Israel as his own equal. 
lacks both the bitter defiance of the demagogue 
and the serene resignation of the disappointed 
philosopher, for he was neither a leader of the 
down-trodden mob nor a sage grown old on lost 
hope. He spoke to his hearers neither as the 
democratised aristocrat who looked down upon 
their waywardness and folly, nor as one of the 
masses who chafed under burdensome oppression 
and poured forth anathemas at man and God, 
He spoke as man to man, as one who had as firm 
a grasp of realities as his listeners. And he enraged, 
and was misunderstood by, his contemporaries 
for this very reason, that they saw in him a man 
of their own stamp whose whole view of life, 
however, was widely removed from their own. 
This fact, likewise, testifies to Amos’ origin and 
background. And his words carry conviction for 
this very reason, in so far as they come neither 
from the anguish of a crushed soul nor from the 
cynicism of maturity and disappointment. They 
are the burning outburst of a soul in distress for 
his people whom he can view in the true light, 
who is at once aware of the futility of his message 
but yet in desperation delivers it to all in the hope 
that it may fall upon fertile soil in one or two 
among the crowded multitude, or may, perhaps, 
be wafted down to posterity and there find a 
hospitable resting place. 

So much for Amos’ pre-prophetic life! Then 
an occasion presented itself which allowed the 
prophet to proclaim those thoughts that had 
been maturing in his mind for some time. The reign

of Jeroboam II had brought prosperity and great 
joy to Israel. His many victories were interpreted 
by the people as sure signs of divine pleasure, 
All had gathered together at Bethel on one of the 
great pilgrimage festivals to celebrate the recent 
recapture of Lo Dabar and Karnarmm (so Amos vi, 
13, tells us). They brought with them hecatomb on 
hecatomb and packed the altars with holocaust 
after holocaust to pay Jahweh his duesforhaving tl us 
favoured and watched benigtily over Israel. But 
in the midst of the rejoicing for which they had 
come, their hearts turned from Jahweh to their 
own achievements, and they gradually subtracted 
his share in their victories to their own credit, 
saying Have we not, by our own strength, got 
Karnaim ?”’ 

Into such confusion of mad rejoicing and wild 
boasting Amos stepped to sound the knell of doom 
for his over-confident people. His entry is well 
timed. His opening words are clever. They 
show him forth as master of the situation. 

“ Jahweh will thunder from Zion and hurl 
forth his voice from Jerusalem. And the dwell- 
ings of the shepherds shall be given over to 
mourning and the summit of Carmel shall 
wither.” | 

Then he proceeds to pronounce judgment on all 


the nations about her, on Israel's inveterate 
enemies, Each in turn was given the death 


sentence. None escaped the prophet's grim decree. 

How much wilder and more boisterous must not 
have been the joy and exultation of the people 
when they heard the seer of Gou seal the doom of 
their detested foes! But their joy was momentary, 
Their rapture gave way to silence and astonish- 
ment when the prophet turned to his own people 
and pronounced judgment on Israel. 

For three sins of Israel, yea, for four, I will 
not take back my wrath. Because they sell the 
righteous for silver and the poor for a pair of 
shoes, who trample on the head of the poor in 
the dust of the earth and decline justice to the 
needy. . . . On garments taken in pledge, they 
recline beside every altar and the wine pur- 
chased from fines they drink in the house of their 
god (i. e., Amos shows the unbridgable gap 
between his own view of God and theirs). 
Continuing in this strain for little more than 

six chapters, he enumerated various sins of the 
people, some more heinous and others not so 
serious, upbraiding them for their perfidy from 
Jahweh, and pleaded despairingly with them to 
acknowledge God’s dominion and recognise that 
He loathes and abominates their elaborate ritual 
and demands only that justice should flow as water 
and righteousness as a perennial stream—em- 
phasing the social aspect of religion to the exclusion 
of the ceremonial. This so aroused the ire of the 
multitude that the High Priest officiating before 
them could bear his words no longer and ordered 
him back to his native country of Judah to pro- 
phesy there and there earn his bread. The land 
could no longer tolerate him in Bethel, the capital 
and the royal sanctuary. | 
Amos’ reply is effective indeed. 

„J am neither a prophet nor the son of a 
prophet. But a shepherd and a tender of 
sycamores. But God took me from the flock 
and said unto me, ‘Go, prophecy unto My 
people, Israel.“ 8

The novelty and greatness of Amos are 
in his approach to the subject and in the few new 
doctrines which he advanced to clarify and solidify 
his views, 

There is, of course, the literary form in which 
Amos formulated his views, which, as we have 
seen, may have been due to purely fortuitous 
; but nevertheless, played a 
tremendous role in shaping the future history of 
prop! ecy.

BOOK OF THE MONTH.

A Commentary on the Talmud Terushalmi. 


Hiabeant fats sua libelli. Pooks have their 
fate; or, to quote the Zohar, b>; 
Luck--even the Sanctuary Scroll. Of this apparent 
truth in which Jew and Pagan seem to agree, the 
fate of the Talmud Yerwshahni, a veritable monu- 
ment to the intellectual activity and pursuit of 
centuries in Palestine, affords striking illustration. 
Owmeg to the trend of untöward events that led 
to the closing down of the Palestinian schools of 
learning at the beginning of the fifth century, 
the Palestinian Talmud fell practically into disuse 


no sooner than it had been in a sense completed. 


Unlike its younger companion, the Babli, which 
has never ceased since the days of its compilation 
from exercising a powerful and fascinating hold 
upon the Jewish mind and heart, the Yerushalmi 
became, speaking generally, unknown, and for 
a long period forgotten. But something worse 
was to follow. This general neglect of the study 
o the Yerushalmi was not without effect upen the 
sate of the text. Lacking a responsible body of 
expert scholars to guard it jealously against mutila- 
t on at the hands of the unskilled and against the 
iitrusion of errors, the Talmud Yerushalmi became 
in the course of time unintelligible in many of its pas- 
sages, and occasionally hopelessly corrupt. Errors 
have heen allowed to cre«p in freely; entire passages 
have disappeared, some have been misplaced ; and 
thus the Yerushalmi presents an almost forbidden 
tract to the average rabbinic student.

Yerushalmi, and have contributed in no small 
measure to the understanding and in the elucida- 
tion of the text thereof, the venerable Rabbi J. H. 
Daiches, of Leeds, occupies no mean place. Rabbi 
Daiches is a voluminous writer on rabbinic lore. 
But his claim to a niche in the Jewish Temple of 
Fame will rightly rest on his researches on the 
Yerushalmi, He has published three volumes of 
his contributions to the Palestinian Talmud under 
the title ry MANS. To these he has 


now added a fourth (H- d, Cailin- 
gold, London, 1930), which, compiled at the 
advanced age he has attained, is indeed a remark- 
able achievement. It is true we miss in this. his 
latest volume, the zest of life and movement of 
the earlier ones; nevertheless, we are presented 
therein with all the distinctive features that make 
his works on the Yerushalmi invaluable tothe world 
of rabbinic scholarship. In fact, this very omission, 
which some will regret, will be to not a few all 
to the advantage of true scientific research and 
criticism; and the Author is heartily to be con- 
gratulated on a constructive piece of work in which 


his learning and critical acumen are maintained 
at their best. 


The volume consists of notes and comments on 
the Seder Zeraim, and the Tractates Sabbath, 
Erubin, and Pesachim. Unlike in the previous 
volumes, the Yerushalmi Text is not included, for 
the present work is not a running commentary 


on the text, but as the title would 
indicate, rather fragmentary and sketchy, 


The author's method of reconstructing Yerushalmi 


texts is all his own. Often very drastic, yet rarely 


does he fail to convince. By comparing the

relevant passages in the Babli and other early 


literary sources, he frequently shows how some 
passages in the Yerushalmi have been transposed, 
how others have fallen out in the process of careless 
transcript ion; and to watch Rabbi Daiches wrestling 
magmificently now and then with some unintelligible 
text is a sheer intellectual delight. Occasionally 
he reproduces variants for which he has ransacked 
whole volumes of Gaonic and later Responsa 
literature, and which are not recérded in the 
collection of the latest Vilna edition of the Yeru- 
shalmi, Frequently he emends a word or group 
of words. Some of his emendations are brilliant ; 
some are ingenious; though it would not be 
ungenerous to refuse to accept them all—a few 
may even appear to be quite unnecessary (see, for 
instance, Sabbath 4, 2). The author further 
exhibits particular skill in tracing errors to origina! 
abbreviations which had been wrongly expanded 
by transeribers (Cf., e. g., Pesachim, 9, 6, where 
he reads for the difficult "MVD 
An additional useful feature of the work is the 
Bibliographieal references, The tracing of sources 
hitherto unknown for decisions of codifiers is 
another. His historical criticism reveals another 
aspect of the author’s many-sided attainments. 
Although not exactly relevant to the main 
body of the text, there are included in the volume 
under review interesting contributions from the 
pens of the author's distinguished sons, Rabbis 
Dr. Samuel and Dr. Salis Daiches, and also from 
Rabbi I. Greenspan, the learned Principal of the 
Leeds Yeshibah, who writes an elaborate dis- 
quisition on mp, in which he exhibits 
a fine mastery of the complicated Halacha 
under discussion, and the penetrating analytical 
and synthetical powers which have earned for him 
the high reputation he enjoys in Rabbinic circles.

Playing into Hitler's Hands. 
[From our Correspondent.—BERLIN. | 

Every day proves more clearly the pity of it that of all times 
the Jewish Community must needs have selected the present to 
show the enemy the terrible dissensions within Berlin Jewry. Every- 
thing that goes on is followed, of course, by the Nazis with the 
keenest interest. And they riust have a joyful time of it. For the 
fight—mainly a fight between Zionism and the rest of Berlin Jewry— 
is not even carried through in a quiet manner, but rather reminds 
one, judging by the recriminations hurled at each other by all 
parties, of a typical German election. After all, it is an internal 
Jewish affair that is to be settled, but reading the pronouncements 
of the different parties, one would think it was a German ques- 
tion. There seems to be very much that is German and too little 
that is Jewish about if. 

In another direction, German political usage seems to have 
been the prototype for the election. There seem to be hardly fewer 
parties in this comparatively small Jewish Community just now 
than there are in the German Reichstag, which is saying a lot. 
The main parties, selected just at random, are for instance: The 
Liberal Association; the Prussian Country League; the Religious 
Middle Party; the Conservatives ; the Religious Party; the Positive 
Liberal Jewish Association; the Non-parties Association; the 
National Jewish Party; the Klal Yisroel Party; and the League of 
National German Jews. The last-named party found it necessary to 
publish its list of candidates under the title “A German List’’; in 
that way playing right into the hands of the Nazis by insinuating 
that the candidates of the other partics are “questionable Germans.” 


On the other hand, united in this fight are the two groups of 


Zionists : the Jewish People’s Party and the Jewish Labour Party 
Poale Zion. Some of the parties mentioned have at least tried to 
bridge over their differences by selecting candidates from two 
opposing parties, as for instance in the case of the Non-party 
Association. 

The election takes place on 8 No matter what the result, 
it would be better for German Jewry if it did not take place! 


The End of the Stadtwachter.

A Nazi Blackmailing Newspapor. 


From our Correspondent.—BERLIN. | 


One of the leading Nazi newspapers, the Stadiwdchter (Town 
Guardian), of Osnabrück, has come to an ignominious end. And, at the 
same time it has been taught an object lesson that will not easily be 
forgotten by those National Socialists who really believe all their 
leaders. tell them. 

It seems that the Stadtwdciiter intended to blackmail the Jews 
of Osnabriick, but went about it in a rather stupid way. It wrote 
to a number of leading Jewish merchants, telling them that the 
paper would be prepared to put a stop to its Anti-Semitic agitation, 
provided the merchants paid “a reasonable sum.” This sum was 

at first fixed at £350, but was later raised to £1,000, 7 

Correspondence and conferences went on for some time, until 
finally the Nazi organ threatened to renew its anti-Semitic agitation 
with increased force, if the money were not paid at once. Where- 
upon the leading Jews of the town wrote : 

“The conferences we bad with you, and also the correspondence we 
had with you, have shown that your Jew-baiting is nothing else than a 
means of blackmail. Every sensible person knew that long ago, but 
there were then no proofs of it. Naturally we refuse your splendid 
offer to buy your opinion. We do not work with such means.” 

As the proprietor would not dare to sue for defamation, the 
letter was published in the rest of the press. Thus Osnabriick was 
freed from a terror, for the Stadtwdchter was feared to such an 
extent, that judges, juries and public prosecutors had until now 
hardly dared to stroke it the wrong wav.“ Now the authorities 
have taken up the case.

Polish Senate Elections. 
— 


Serious Jewish Reverse. 
[From a Correspondent.— Wans w.] 


The outcome of the elections to the Polish Senate has exceeded 
the most pessimistic forecasts. Only one Jew, Mr. O. Mendelssohn 
the candidate of the Government List in Galicia, was elected, 
whereas in 1928 seven Jews were returned. The Jewish defeat 
can be ascribed to many causes, one of the main being the 
terrorising of the electorate by the Government just before the 
elections. Yet a great deal of responsibility must be laid at the door 
of the split Jewish vote and the dissensions within Jewry itself. 

If the result of the elections to the Seym are disappointing, the 
Senate result is even more depressing. It not only constitutes a 
serious moral blow to Jewish prestige, but it is also a practical 
calamity, as it leaves the Jewish population without an adequate 
representation in the Legislature. 

Poland's election laws are considered up-to-date and progressive 
yet it somehow happened that the Jews, who represent ten per cent. 
of the entire population, have in Parliament only one third of.the 
number of deputies to which they are numerically entitled. 

In all, the Jews went to the Senate elections with three Jewish 
lists: two were Zionist and the third the Aqudist-Economic bloc. 

In Warsaw and Lodz, the Jews lost because of the split between 
the two competing Jewish lists. Thus in Warsaw, about 24,000 
Jews voted for the Zionists and 22,000 for the Agudists. 

Together with the other minorities in Poland, the Jews have 
received a bitter lesson. In the future they will have to think 
twice before they allow themselves again the luxury of an 
internal struggle at such atime as the present, No doubt, there 
were weighty reasons which prompted the Zionists to refuse to 
agree to a united Jewish list, still it does seem that national interests 
of a higher order should have dictated a different policy, particularly 
in view of the obvious intentions of the Government. Nevertheless, 
the Zionists find consolation in the belief that whatever else, they 
have succeeded in asserting themselves, having secured hundreds 
of thousands of votes in favour of their candidates. 

The split brought about a defeat which may seriously affect the 
Jewish position in Poland. It also brought about the abstention of 


Jewish electors. It is estimated that only about 45 per cent. went to 
the polls, 


Poland's Boy Murderers.

Tragic Aspect of Jewish Party Strife. 
From a Correspondent.—Warsaw.} 


A murder case just tried in the Warsaw criminal courts, which 
resulted in the Judge sentencing the accused youths to ten years 
of imprisonment, revealed a sordid aspect of the tense Jewish party 
strife in Poland. 

The “ murderers,” all boys between the ages of 17 and 19, Moishe 
Fishbein, Abraham Weinberg and Judel Kuperberg, were members 
of the Communist Youth group of Kranska-Wolija, a small town in 
Poland. 

Between them and the Poale Zionists of Kranska-Wolija there 
was always bitter enmity. When an unemployed Jewish boy 
arrived in Kranska-Wolija, the workers collected some money and 
asked the communist Kuperberg to hand it over to him. Kuper- 
berg, however, discovered that the unemployed stranger was a

member of the Poale Zion Organisation, and he decided to extend - 


no support to him. Yakir Markevitch, the murdered boy, a 


Poale Zionist, protested against such inhuman treatment of a fellow. 


worker. Then ensued an aggravated conflict between the two enemy 
camps. The fight went sofar that at a meeting of the Communist 
Party, it was decided to remove Lakir Markevitch, as a dangerous 
opponent. A party court was held in the fields attended by ten 
persons and sentence of death on Markevitch was passed. The 
carrying out of the sentence was entrusted by the party judges to 
Fishbein, Weinberg and Kuperberg. 

As soon as Markevitch learned of the sentence passed on him, 
he fled to Warsaw. But he was followed by the executioners and 
ultimately stabbed at mid-day in one of the busiest streets in 
Warsaw, just after he had left a meeting held to protest against the 
massacres in Palestine. 


Anti Semitions in Czecho-Slovakia. 
Fascist Interference. 
[From a Correspondent.—PRAGvE.] 
According to information received here from the Carpathian 


province of Czecho-Slovakia, the anti-Semitic movement there is 
growing, largely owing to the agitation conducted by large numbers 


of Russian and Ukrainian refugees and ex-members of the White. 
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Russian armies and of General Petlura’s gangs. Unfortunately, the 
modifying influence of the Prague Government, headed by President 
Masaryk, is not felt very strongly in the Carpathian province, where 
the local officials are, in actuality, almost autonomous. 

An anti-Jewish agitation is also being conducted in the schools 
of the province, and the Jewish children have to suffer much from 
anti-Semitic teachers. Anti-Semitic literature is being spread 
among the youth of the province. The Fascisti are also helping the 
anti-Jewish movement and are spreading various false reports 
alleging that the Jews still retain their loyalty to Hungary, which 
was in control of the province before the War.

That he would be 
a great Rabbi was regarded as almost a certainty, and according), 
he was looked upon favourably as a desirable son-in-law by m 
man with a daughter to marry. So greatly was he in demand 
this purpose that one prospective father-in-law actually attemptc: 
at dend of night to kidnap the boy. The noise of the departi: 
vehicle aroused the household, and little Solomon was rescued. 
Ultimately he was engaged to the daughter, of a widow, a two-faced 
nagging, determined woman who had marked him for her own, aud 
who by fair or foul means sought to ensure him for her daughte: 
But Solomon's father, despite the monetary gift which he expected 
and received for signing the marriage contract, was somewhat 
dubious as to the suitability of the match, and. kept putting off the 
wedding, to the disappointment of the widow. She summoned bim 
before the Beth Din, but he refused to appear. At last her chance 
came. Solomon's mother died, and was about to be buried in the 
hamlet where the widow lived. Quick as lightning she hastened to 
the Beth Din, demanding an embargo on the dead woman's boi, 
until the marriage contract, duly signed and sealed, should be carricd 
out and the wedding celebrated forthwith.

He wanted more knowledge and more stimulus. He knew of 
the great world beyond the Ghetto and he began to long to get 
there, in order to emancipate his mind from the shackles impose’ 
upon it by Ghetto life. Incidentally his plan would also give him 
relief from a marriage which brought him disappointments and il“ 
treatment and, though he was already the father of a son, he 
determined, at ‘he age of twenty-five, to make his way to Germany 
for the purpose of stud ying medicine. 

He had heard of Kénigsberg and to that city he wended his 
way. It required some cougége to undertake the journey, being 
1 he was without money or frieuds, and hardly knowing the 
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way. But that is characteristic of these Ghetto intellectuals; 
difticulties do not daunt them. Arrived at Königsberg, with a long, 
dirty beard, torn and filthy clothing, speaking a language composed 
of Hebrew, Yiddish and Polish fragments, all put together ungram- 
matically,” is it remarkable that he was an object of ridicule when 
he announced that he was going to study medicine ? 

But Berlin was his Mecca; thither he made his way amid 
difficulties which might have deterred a less bold spirit. He 
travelled on foot like any tramp, begging food and shelter. At last 
he arrived in the Prussian capital. But being a Schnorrer and there- 
fore a possible charge on the Jewish Community, Solomon was cross- 
examined by the overseers of the poor as to his plans. Asked as to 
these, Solomon replied that he desired to study medicine; and, 
wishing doubtless to improve his chances, added that he intended 
publishing a new edition, with a commentary, of The Guide to the 
berplexed.“ Little did he realise that far from benefitting himself 
by this statement, he distinctly worsened bis position. To the 
spiritual heads of the community anyone who occupied himself with 
the great work of Maimonidgs could not be of pure orthodox opinion. 
Poor Solomon was sent away. No wonder he fell down in chagrin 
and wept alond, so that passers-by stood to watch a grown man 
weeping bitterly. 

Again he was atrampontheroad. Befriended by a professional 
beggar, he accompanied the latter for some time and shared his life. 
Eventually he reached Posen where the Rabbi, discovering the depth 
of his knowledge, showed him the respect due to a scholar, cared for 
his creature comforts and even helped him to earn his living by 
vetting him appointed Hebrew teacher to the children of a wealthy 
member of the congregation. This, as Solomon himself says, was 
the happiest period of his life. He wore decent clothes and had a 
clean bed in which to sleep. He taught his charges and at the same 
time extended his own knowledge, cogitating, thinking, brooding. 
lle still dreamed of Berlin, and in the end resolved to travel thither 
again. This time he reached the gates of the city by post-chaise 
(1779), and as a respectable traveller was allowed to enter without 
having to be interrogated by the Overseers of the Poor. 

Before long he was admitted to the friendspip of Moses Mende!s- 
sohn, who could appreciate Solomon's excellence as one who knew 
the Talmud well and as a thinker of some originality. Mendelssohn 
introduced him to his circle, where Solomon was lionised. In those 
days people cultivated philosopby, just as in these there is a 
fashionable intenest in psycho-analysis. Solomon talked philosophy; 
this strange figure, with his curious speech and extraordinary 
manners, found admission everywhere. His new friends introduced 
him to the social life of the town, and the gilded youth of the capital 
became his boon companions. Before long bis reputation was none 
too good, and when Mendelssohn took him to task for his free sort of 
life, Solomon replied in terms which denoted: “Aren't we all 
inclined that way? 

Solomon was developing into a free-thinker, much to the con- 
sternation of his friends. For him to think, to philosophise, to 
pender on ideas, was the end of all existence. His philosophical 
thought made an impression even on the great Kant. But Solomon 
lacked just that modicum of ability to stamp him as a mind of some 
eminence. His friends in Berlin in the end had to give him up as 
a bad job, and again he became a wanderer on the face of the earth. 
Iie went to Hamburg, then to Holland; everywhere his cynicism 
and mode of life alienated the orthodox, and he was left to his own 
resources. So little principle did he possess at this time that he 
decided to become baptised—on terms. He wrote to a Christian 
clergyynan agreeing to enter the Church if only he were allowed to 
believe or not to believe at his own will, in Jesus and in the dogmas 
of Christianity. There was, of course, only one answer to so bold a 
request. Nothing daunted by this rebuff, Solomon, then a man of 
thirty, went to school with boys half his own age, acquiring a good 
Lnowledge of languages and of mathematics. 

But all to no purpose. Solomon was a Luftmensch by nature 
and could achieve nothing practical, despite his undoubted gifts. 
Mendelssohn once again befriended him, but once more Solomon's 
mode of life alienated his benefactor. This time he found refuge 
in Breslau, where the poet Ephraim Kuh proved a friend in need. 
In Breslau one day his wife appeared, accompanied by their eldest 
son, David. She demanded either his immediate return to Poland, 
or a Bill of Divorcement. How could Solomon return to Poland, 
to the narrowness and shackles of Ghetto life? Yet he yearned 
for his son, hoping to enlarge his mind with the fruits of his 


own experience. His wife persisted in her alternative demands, and 


Solomon agreed to the divorce. 
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After many journeys Solomon at length found a resting-place 
with a Silesian nobleman who appointed him his private 
philosopher, provided for his needs and allowed him to live in his 
castle inthe country. There Solomon Maimon died at the compar- 
atively early age of forty-seven, and was buried in a corner of the 
Glogau Jewish cemetery. 

The man was gifted with wonderful intellectual ability. But he 
lacked the qualities of character; he was as unstable as water. He 
was responsible for a number of philosophical works which 
deservedly won a respectable measure of approbation. His Autobio- 
graphy interested both Goethe and Schiller, the former expressing 
a wish to meet him. For Jews of to-day he stands as the prototype 
of u peculiar product of the Ghetto which is not yet by any means 
completely extinct and which, while in the Diaspora it may be 
interesting and even attractive, in Palestine it will most certainly 
become a danger.

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Federation of Synagogues, 
PRESENTATION TO PRESIDENT. 

A meeting of the Board of the Federation of Synagogues was 
held on Sunday at the oftices of the Board, 64, Leman Street. The 
Mayor of Stepney Councillor M. H. Davis, L. C. C.), the President of 
the Federation, presided, 

The CHAIRMAN referred to the death of Mr. J. Cohen who was a 
member of the Executive of the Federation and President of the 
Jubilee Street Synagogue and moved a vote of condolence with his 
relatives. 

Mr. D. BAnNerr, the Vice-President, in tendering congratulations 
on behalf of the Honorary Officers and members of the Board to the 
President on his election as Mayor of Stepney, said he need not tell 
them of Councillor Davis's work for the Federation; his activities 
there were well-known to them. He was the youngest Mayor in 
London and was nominated and elected to that distinguished position 
Without opposition. Mr. Barnett presented Councillor Davis with 
an illuminated address an behalf of the members of the Federation 
and the Burial Society in recognition of the valuable services 
rendered by him to the Institution. 

Messsrs. N. Fisher, I. M. Shocket, J. Jung (on behalf of the Staff 
Federation), A. E. Magen and L. Eisen also paid tribute to the work 
of Councillor Davis. 

The MAYOR OF STEPNEY responding, said that he had come to 
the Federation in the early days representing the Cannon Street Road 
Synagogue, and that was bis first opportunity as a delegate to take 
part in the work of Jewry from the point of view of the foreign 
Jew. When he said foreign Jew, he did not mean so much born 
a foreigner hut as representing orthodoxy, because that was 
the object and the aim of the Federation. A chapter in the 
history of the Federation had just been closed and they hoped 
to take their rightful place in the life of the Community, Referring 
to his mother, who is acting as Mayoress, Councillor Davis said 
that he really did not know how he could have got on had it 
not been that she had made sacrifices to allow him to do the work 
he had done. Reference had been made to the Palestine White 
Paper. Being a responsible member of the Labour Party he wished 
to state that the White Paper did not have the sympathy of the 
Labour Party. He knew that several members of the Cabinet did. 
not accept it and would not accept it. They must be careful not 
only of external enemies but of enemies within. So long as they 
made allegiance to themselves come first, no one could do them any 
harm. 


The Mayoress of Stepney also responded to the congratulations 


extended to her.

One of your correspondents quotes the Oxford Dictionary as 
allowing only substantiality to the word “Jew.” and undoubtedly, 
the Dictionary is right. But it is the lady he rself who accuses the 
word in “Jew boy” as representing only quality— bad at that—and 
who then becomes angry on the strength of her own accusation. 
The word “Jew.” however, here remains steadfastly substantial : 
we have merely the common English usage of coupling two nouns 
together to express a close identity between them. In this way, 
“queenly” or ~ queenlike” bee), 
“gentleman player, boy hero,” woman 
Indeed, the identity is usually 
so close that vou may. almost always reverse the order of 
the. words. A Jew boy is a boy Jew. just as a gentleman 
farmer is a farmer gentleman and a fisher boy a boy fisher. A woman 
doctor is a doctor who is a woman, or equally a woman who is a 
doctor. The usage, in fact, indicates mutual interchangeability. 
The word gew. carries precisely the 
same value as to quality (good or bad) as it does in any other 
position—neither more nor less! If any hostile user of the word 
desires to convey an odious value, he will manage to pack that value 
into it, however and in whatever position he uses it. This particular 
position for the word is by no means as recent as your corres- 
In Richard Cumberland’s play, The 
Jew of Mogadore,” produced in 1808 and built round the figure of a 
magnanimous Jew, for whom the author shows a boundless enthust- 
nem, we find the line: But now Mr. Jew man has made me a new 
man.“ This is put into the mouth of one of the Jew's protegés, and 
it will be felt at once that the line carries no ill vabration at all.

Vegetarian Luncheon Dishes. 


Brussels Sprouts and Chestnuts. 


Chestnuts, 7 Ib. 
Brussels sprouts, 14 Ib. 


Thick white sauce, } pint. 
Seasoning. Butter. 

WASH the chestnuts. Cut a slit in the end of each, and cook in boiling 
calted water until they are quite soft (about thirty minutes); then drain. 
Remove the shell and inner skin, and toss them in a little butter over a 
gentle heat. 

Cook the sprouts in the usual way, and drain. Arrange them in 
alternate layers in a dish with the chestnuts and coat with white sauce. 
Serve very hot.

Gateau of Cauliflower. 
One cooked cauliflower. 
Thick white sauce, 4 pint. 
Tomatoes, Ib. 


Two hard-boiled eggs. 
Potato puree, 
Seasoning. 
BREAK up the canliflower; mix with the sauce and the eggs cut into 
slices. Skin and slice the tomatoes. 
Grease a cake tin and sprinkle with brown crumbs; then line with 
potato purée. Put in a layer of sliced tomatoes; season with salt and 
pepper, then pour in the cauliflower mixture. Put a layer cf sliced 
tomatoes on top and cover with potato purée. Bake in a moderate oven 
for forty minutes. Turn out and serve very hot. 


Shredded Cabbage with Tomato Sauce. 


CHOOSE a firm, fresh cabbage. Cut it into quarters and remove the 
hard stalk, then cut across into shreds. Wash thoroughly, then cook in 
boiling’ salted water till tender. Drain well; add a good knob of butter, 
salt and pepper. Heap up on a hot dish, put neatly poached eggs on top 
and pour a good tomato sauce around. 


Savoury Baked Potatoes. 
Four large potatoes. Grated cheese, 4 tablespoonfuls. 
Hot milk, 3 gill. Salt. Pepper. Butter. 

SCRUB the potatoes, prick them with a fork and bake in a good oven 
till soft. Cut across lengthwise; scoop out the centres, taking care not 
to break the skins. Put tho potato in a basin and mash fece of lumps, 
Add the hot milk and most of the cheese; season to taste. Fill up the 
potato cases with this mixture, and brush over with melted butter, 
Sprinkle over the rest of the cheese and brown in a hot oven.

ANNUAL MEETING OF TRUSTEES, 

The annual meeting of the Trustees of Aria College, Southsea, was 
held at the College last week. The Chief Rabbi of the British Empire 
was in the chair. Mr. M. Hart, local Chairman, submitted a report of the 
year’s work. He said there had been many changes during the year, 
Dr. J. 8. Fox had resigned his position as Principal and Mr. Albert II. 
Berman, B.Sc. (Econ), Barrister-at-Law, had been appointed in his place. 
Great expense had been incurred, and the Institution, finding itself in 
financial difficulties, it was felt that an appeal should be made, particu- 
larly to former students, for funds.

The balance-sheet was 
adopted. Mr. M. Hart was re-elected Chairman and Mr. Weiner 
Treasurer of the local trustees. At the conclusion of the meeting, a 
reception in honour of the Chief Rabbi was given by the Principal and 
Mrs. Berman.

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The Inconsistency of Liberal Judaism. 


From Rabbi Dr. SALIS DAICHES. 
To the Editor of THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin.—At the Jewish Religious Union's Conference, held on Sun- 
day. the 16th inst, in Liverpool, Dr. C. G. Montefiore based his plea 
for liberal! Judaism on the contention that Orthodox Judaism was 
collapsing, and that something else would have to be put in its 
mace.

This is what Judaism has insisted on 
for more than 2.000 years. For one who denies the Revelation at 
Sinai and the Divine origin of the Law, the duty to leve God, or 
even the belief in the existence of God, becomes a matter of opinion 
and can only result from individual reasoning or sentiment. If the 
edifice of orthodox Judaism has collapsed for him, he cannot pick 
out from the ruins one or two precepts or principles, and declare 
them to be binding and to rest on Divine authority.

And a 
religion cannot be formed either by negation or by 
the assertion of principles which are universal. All the arguments, 
therefore, which Dr. Montefiore used in support of Liberal” 
Judaism could just as easily, and even more consistently, be used 
against it. 

Dr. Montefiore told his audience in Liverpool that he was 
greatly touched and impressed at a meeting of Jewish students 
at which he pointed out “the trouble about the Law.“ and at 
which “not one defended or said that he still believed in 
the Law's perfection, divineness, homogeneity.” But when 
one student declared that while Liberal’ Judaism had for 
him no attraction, he had found his salvation in Zionism.” 
Dr. Montefiore was greatly perturbed. For even though that student 
observed the Sabbath and the dietary laws, he admittedly did it “on 
a purely nationalistic basis,’ and this caused the “ Liberal” leader 
to ask how far did religion come into the observance?” He went 
on exclaiming Where is religion? Where is Judaism?” But are 
not these the questions that the orthodox Jew asks when he sees 
a “Liberal” Jew transgress the dietary laws, desecrate the Sabbath, 
repudiate the Torah, and deny the unity of Israel? Does it not 
occur to Dr. Montefiore that the Zionist student who observes the 
laws of the Torah and upholds Jewish Tradition on the ground of 
Jewish nationalism has more of Judaism in him than the member 
of the “ Liberal” Synagogue, who worships a God of his own 
creation and sings English hymns of a general theistic character on 
Jewish festivals? 

If neither Jewish nationalism, nor a belief in Revelation, nor 
observance of the laws of the Torah, nor respect for authority, nor 
the practice of the Jewish ritual, nor Jewish eschatology, nor belief 
in the future restoration of Israel, nor traditional Jewish 
worship, nor the use of the Hebrew language, nor even faith

SOLOMON ABELMAN, Manufacturing Jeweller, of 23, Little Turner 
Street, Commercial Road, attended for his public examination in the 
London Bankruptcy Court last week. He failed in September with 
liabilities £2,675 and assets £50, apart from some stock held by the 
Canadian Customs Authorities. It was stated that in July, 1929, he pro- 
ceeded to Canada with about £350 of his own stock and £600 of goods 
delivered to him “on sale or return,“ which he proposed to get into 
America without paying duty, and to dispose of them ata profit. He hid 
the goods in his wooden leg. Official Receiver: You went off owing 
money in this country and you also had £600 worth of goods on sale or 
return. Surely you realised that if you were caught your creditors would 
suffer severely. Debtor: That is so, but you only get caught if someone 
gives you away. Registrar: Did you get through? Debtor: No, Sir, someone 
sent-a tele gram from London. Official Receiver: What right had you to go 
off with £600 worth of goods on sale or return? Debtor: I had a perfect 
right. The “sale or return” was only a matter of form. Since July 
1929, he had been dependent on money borrowed from relatives, and on 
his return to this country he was pressed by creditors and filed his 
petition. He realised he was insolvent in January, 1929, since when he 
had incurred liabilitics amounting to about £2,000. The examination was 
concluded. 


An order of discharge, subject to a suspension of three months, was 
granted on Tuesday in the London Bankruptcy Court to SAMUEL BIKo- 
viren, known as Samuel Wickoff, who lately carried on business at 
Hoxton Street, Chrisp Street, Poplar, and at Seven Sisters Road,.Finsbury 
Park. He failed in October, 1907, and according to the Official Receiver's 
report the ranking liabilities amounted to £1,783 and the assets had 
realised £238, which had been absorbed in the preferential claims and 
costs of the administration and proceedings, The bankrupt attributed his 
failure to loss of £2,610 alleged to have been stolen.

She pleaded Guilty,“ and was fined 40s., the magistrates 
describing the offence as a serious one. The woman said she broke up

VIOLENT ASSAULT ON HUSBAND.—A wife who was alleged 

to have thrown boiling water over her husband's face and arms 
as he lay sleeping, was committed for trial at the Central 


Criminal Court by Mr. Bingley, the Marylebone Magistrate, on a 


charge of causing grievous bodily harm. The accused was JANE 
GRADINSKY, forty-three, a native of Russia, of 45, Little Albany 
Street, Regént’s Park, and the injured man, Davis Gradinsky, is now 
in the Middlesex Hospital, suffering from the effects of shock and 
scalds. Mr. Peregrine, Counsel prosecuting, said that in consequence 
of the condition of the injured man shortly after his admission, the 
Court was transferred to the hospital, and the man's dep sition 
was taken as he lay in bed. Describing the alleged assault, Counsel 
said that if the husband’s story was correct, it showed an act of 
almost uubelievable cruelty. The husband was lying in bed asleep when he 
was awakened by intense pain. It appeared that the accused must have 
taken a kettle of boiling water an‘ poured it over his face and arms as he lay 
there. The man rushed out of the room and was taken to hospital, and for a 
time was in a critical condition. He was now out of danger, and the doctor 
did not consider that there would be any pe manent disfigurement. The 
accused, when arrested, said that her husband struck her in the stomach 
before she threw the boiling water, but the doctor at Holloway found no 
signs of injury. Detective Sergt. Oxland, in reply to Mr. Pierron defend- 
ing, said that the accused had had a great deal of trouble. He had heard 


that she had lost her five years’ old daughter at the beginning of the 
year, through an accident and he understood that she had taken outa 
summons for desertion against her husband, and that it was marked “not 
served.” Charles Gradinsky (17), who lives with his father and mother 
at Little Albany Street, said he was awakened by the shouts of his 
father and he found him walking up and down and calling out for oil. 
Cross-examined, he said that they had sometimes been in want of food, 
that his mother had sold hot chestnuts in the street during the winter to 
help support them. His father used to go away for periods and when 
he returned, his mother asked for money saying that they were practically 
starving. This had given rise to trouble between them, and he had heard 
his father say that he had another woman and that he wished that his 
wife was dead. He had several times seen his father strike his mother 
and also throw cups and things at her. His mother had always been 
kind. She had pawned and sold things in order to keep them. After 
‘the accused had been committed for trial, the son asked the magistrate 
to grant his mother bail, but the request was refused, 


CONFIDENCE TRICK ALLEGED.—An attempt to swindle a distin- 
guished foreign visitor, whose name was not disclosed, was alleged at Bow 
Street Police Court, when a well-dressed man, who refused his name, was 
charged, before Sir Chartres Biron, as a suspected person loitering for the 
supposed purpose of committing a felony. Detective-Sergeant Greenacre 
said that he was with Detective Capstick keeping observation on the 
accused man, whotn he knew as JACK KAUFFMAN WOOLF, a convicted thief 
and associate of confidence trick men. He first saw him ina restaurant in 
the Strand-with a man whom he knew as his father, a convicted confidence 
trick man. They were conversing at a table with a foreigner. After leaving, 
the accused and the foreigner went together to an hotel in the Strand. 
Later at Charing Cross Station, Woolf was arrested, and when told he 
was accused of attempting to play the confidence trick he replied, It's 
absurd, afterwards adding, Let me go, and I'll clear out of England.” 
In the charge-room at Bow Street near where he had been standing was 
found a wallet containing bogus bells of exchange for 50, 00 dollars and 
25,000 dollars, and what the witness called the usual impedimenta of the 


confidence trickster.” He denied that it belonged to him. A remand 
was ordered. 


ATTEMPTED THEFT,.—At. the Old Bailey, on Friday, Morris 
ZEMLER, twenty-eight, was sentenced to eighteen months’ imprisonment 
ii the second division for attempting to steal a quantity of cloth and 
hose, the property. of Messrs. Moon, Alexander and Co. Ltd., of 
Cheapside and Leeds, and inciting Ernest Vincent Eastick, a servant of 
the Company, to steal the goods. (The previous hearing of the case was 
reported in our issue of the 7th inst.). 


WAREHOUSE BREAKING CHARGE.—At the Guildhall Police Court, 
on Tuesday, ALMA PRODRICK, aged 35, a woman of striking physique, who 
said she was a machinist, and Mrs. LOUISE BIGBY, aged 28, were charged 
with breaking into a warehouse ocenpied by Mr. Hyman Rothmer, a 
fiirrier, in Stonecutter Street, E. C., and stealing fur coats and other 
goods, valued at more than 411. Prodrick was further charged with 
being in the possession of a jemmy. Accused were remanded on bail. 


SENTENCED FOR THEFT.—CHARLES PATRICK. HAYMAN, twenty-six, 
of no fixed address, was at Marlborough Street Police Court, on Friday, 
sentenced to two months’ hard labour for stealing a gold signet ring worth 
£3 from Frances Cremer, a domestic servant, of Sheen Common Drive, 
Richmond. The case had been adjourned for Hayman, who was said to 
have stolen the ring from Cremer in Hyde Park, to give information to the 
police concerning the pawnshop where he said a friend of his had pawned 
the ring. Detective-Sergt. Salter stated that the police had been unable 
to trace the ring. Previous convictions were proved against Hayman. 


ALLEGED. ASSAULT.— MORRIS JACOBS, 25, a Solicitor's clerk, and 
his wife, BLOOMA JACOBS, 28; a dressmaker, both of 29, Dunlace Road, 
Hackney, appeared on remand at the North London Police Court, charged 
with being concerned together in assaulting Hyman Hoffman and his wife, 
Leah Hoffman, of the same address, by throwing hot water over them. 
It was alleged that following an argument between the parties a scuffle 
ensued, during which the accused threw the water over Mr. and Mrs.

ANTONY AND CLEOPATRA (Old Vic). 


One of the most scholarly of Shakespeare's works, Antony and 
Cleopatra,” is not often performed, probably because it is so difficult to 
convey the full meaning of the text, which is often abstruse. But that it 
can be done with powerful effect and moving grandeur was shown by the 
Old Vie production, which was one of the best of their present season. 
Dorothy Green brought to the part of Cleopatra every quality of that 
slorious, ernel, majestic creation, except her voluptuousness; she made 
of her a figure to Kindle, not the senses, but the imagination. Shakespeare 
did not seem able to decide whether to make of Antony a hero or villain. 
His acquiescence in marriage with Crwsar's sister to strengthen a 
feeble friendship with his ruler stamps him as a weak opportunist ; 
of his bravery in battle there is no doubt, yet he shrinks at the 
ihought of taking his own life. So it was not altogether John 
Gielgud’s fault that this was one of the least successful of his 
impersonations, As usual, he seemed to transform his appearance, 
his very stature, to fit the part; but he could not make Antony 
2 really living being. The final scene between him ana his servant Eros 
very well played by Leslie French) was an outstanding point in the play. 
ut the evening was Dorothy Green's triumph, and her closing scenes of 
ubjection and quietly heroic leave-taking of life Were maghificent. 
:nobarbus showed Ralph Richardson in a new light, for though at the 
beginning he brought his own species of dry humour to enliven the 
character, he later took full advantage of the poctry and dramatic effective- 
ness of his part. Cesar was excellently played by George Howe and 
llarcourt Williams’ two sketches of a soothsayer, and the messenger of the 
isp made personality live in a few lines.

A Pianist Who Can Do Better. 


Violet Pusey made a mistake in beginning her pianoforte recita! at 
Wigmore Hall on Tuesday with Brahms’ D Minor Sonata. It would have 
been better for her to have played herself into the concert atmosph« 
with something not calling for quite so much anxious concentration 
as she gave. So intent was she on avoiding doing anything wrong 
that she failed to get the most important ‘things right: her anxicty 
involved loss of surety in the first movement, and all the first 
three movements suffered from unnecessary slowness of pace. 
Presto Agitato movement revealed that she could do much better, but 
she must learn to give meaning to all the minor phrases as well as the 
chief themes: it is better to give them a wrong significance than ho 


-signifleance at all. Having said that, one has to congratulate her on her 


splendid recovery in Bach's Prelude and Fugue in G minor. It wae sti'! 
a little too slow, but Miss Pusey carried it through with a confidence 
that enabled her not only to make the most of a very good technique, bu! 


also to show that she had an excellent sense of rhythm and sound musica: 
undérstanding. 


Madame Ritter-Ciampi. 


When L had grown accustomed to the nasal quality of Madame Gabric!’ 
Ritter-Ciampi’s voice, | found myself admiring a coloratura singer wlio 's 
also a consummate artist. With a voice not only made but trained [vr 
opera, she sings nevertheless with a remarkable restraint, indeed at tim» 
almost too much, She sang a Debussy and Fauré group as only a Frene!:

known Aria from Rimsky’s “Coq d'Or,“ as well as in an earlier group of 
Mozart Arias, and her outstanding gift for operatic singing accentuate | 
the greatness of her achievement in lieder. II. C. 8. 


Bartok and Ravel. 


_ Enjoyable though the first half of the B. B. C. programme at the 
Queen's Hall on Wednesday was, with Sir Henry Wood in command, 
the moderns in the second half claimed the day. Even the cata 
clysmic carnival of Tchaikovsky No. 4 was forgotten when Bela Bartok 
gave us his pianoforte rhapsody Op. 2, which was published whe" 
he was twenty-three. Already his ruthless economy was evident, 
and the vigour and freshness of this rhapsody carries one breat! 
less to its tremendous presto and precipitately but not illogically, to I> 
quiet falling asleep. The performance, with the composer at the piano, 
was excellent. Ravel's Bolero, which followed, is a great joke. There 
is only one theme throughout its course of twenty minutes or so, and 
there is no development of any sort. Itis stated by a solo flute, and then wit h 
increasing volume by trumpets, sax aphones and violins, while an insiste!!'! 
rhythm is set up by a solo drum and continued more and more emphati- 
cally by the rest of the percussion, harps and ell the lower woodwind, 
brass and strings. It is a splendid joke at a single hearing, but is not likely 
to have the lasting power of the same composer's La Valse.“ F. G. 8. 


Ola Lilith and Willy Godik. 


The expectations of something well out of the ordinary from Miss Ola 
Lilith and Mr. Willy Godik of the “ Azazel” Art Theatre of Warsaw, who 
gave a recital on Sunday evening last at the Holborn Empire, were amply 
realised. These two Jewish artists, with their strange, Eastern-European 
technique, created something of a sensation. Mr, Godik is a raconteur of the 
first rank; he has an engaging personality, and he was soon on good terms 
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with the audience by exploiting a rich fund of stories, wittily told, a running 
fire of which he kept up throughout the programme. At times, Mr. Godik 
became a little too personal with individual members of the audience, a 
failing which English playgoers will never tolerate. Miss Lilith is a 
peautiful woman, full of pulsating energy and able to turn from copious 
tears to unrestrained laughter in the twinkling of an eye. The pathos in 
“Bandura” and “Der Titanik” (both graphic studies of Polish-Jewish 
beggars), and the vivaciousness and slickness of humorous items such as 
‘Tsip, Tsapikel” and Di Pojarne Komande,” were all suggested with 
superb dignity and unerring skill by Miss Lilith and Mr. Godik. Miss 
Lilith touched the highest peak of artistic perfection in Di Alte Moid,” a 
delineation of a Jlove-lorn spinster; Motcle” and“ Malkele,“ both exquisite 
impression of Yeshiba life, aud Eins, Tswei, Drei,” a word-picture of 
changing moods. Medvedeff’s Russian Balalaika Players rendered 
instrumental music. The performance was in aid of the Children's Food 
Kitchens in the Ukraine, and was organised by the North London Ladies’ 
(‘committee of the Federation of Jewish Relief Organisations. 
Madame Levinskaya, whose original system of piano-teaching has 
set with such signal results, is giving a special concert of her brilliant 
ound artist-pupils at the People’s Palace, Mile End Road, on Thursday 
-vening next. Among those who will play will be Harold Reuben whose 
outstanding talent was revealed when he won first prize for piano-playing 
at the Jewish Chronicle Music Festival.

By AUNTIE. 

HERE is a verse in the Sayings of the 
Fathers (Pirké Abot) which is often 
misunderstood, and, unless properly 
explained, might lead to the belief 

shat the ancient Rabbis recommended a life 
»{ privation and poverty as a desirable thing. 
The verse is usually translated as follows: 

This is the way of the Torah—bread and 
alt shalt thou eat and water by measure shalt 
‘hou drink; on the ground shalt thou sleep 
ond a life of toil shalt thou live while thou 
‘abourest in the Torah. If so thou doest, 
happy shalt thou be and it shall be well with 
thee; happy shalt thou be in this world, and 
shall be well with thee in the world to 
come.” This was not what the Rabbis meant 
to say. It is quite a mistake to assume that 
our sages believed that a life of deprivation 
of ordinary comforts and amenities was a 
proper sort of life for one following the pre- 
cepts of the Torah. 

WHAT THE RABBIS MEANT. 

No, an examination of the text will show 
that this is not. what the Rabbis meant. 
What they did wish to urge was that if it 
should happen to be anyone's lot unfortunately 
that he was so poor that he had no proper 
food to eat, but was restricted ‘to a crust of 
dry bread and a pinch of salt; if anyone was 
so poverty-stricken that he had nowhere to 
lay his head when he slept except on the hard 
ground, then he would find in the study of the 
Torah a means of forgetting his unhappy lot. 
Spiritual happiness would replace physical 
comfort. He would not only provide himself 
with pleasure in this world but would lay up 
treasures for the world to come. 

IT HAS PROVED TRUE. 

This has proved absolutely true. 
millions of the Jewish people, sunk in the 
_ direst poverty, the study of Holy Writ has 
been a means of lifting them out of the world 
of care and privation into another world, 


For 


where these things seemed of little account. 


They forgot their troubles, and in forgetting 
they surmounted them. They led perforce a 
simple life, and because it was graced with 
spiritual adornment they really enjoyed it, 
hard though it was. 
THE TWO STUDENTS. 

There is a story told. of two students who 
visited the Yeshiba together and shared the 


he was and what great demands were made 
on his time. His visitor said: “ For all your 
riches, I still think you were better off when 
we were together in the Yeshiba and lived on 
bread and onions. What is the good of all 
your riches if you have no time to enjoy 
them? In the old days, we could eat when- 
ever we had anything and we could call our 
lives our own. From what your wife tells me. 
what has happened to-day happens almost 
every day. You are not master of your own 
life.“ That was what the Rabbis meant to 
convey. Itis not great possessions that are 
the essentials of happiness. Even if one has 
only bread and salt to eat, and the hard 
ground for a couch, one can be happy if one 
lives a life according to the Torah, The 
inner spiritual life is not affected by physical 
conditions. Israel has, as a People, gone 


through the bitterest privations, but sustained 


privations which their life imposed. While 


one continued his studies, the other went into 
business and soon became avery wealthy man, 


One day his former companion called on him. 


He found him surrounded by clerks, brokers, 
customers, all making claims on his attention. 
But the merchant recognised his old friend 
and said he was delighted to see him again. 
He bade him return at one o'clock and he 
would take him home to lunch. Then,“ he 
said, “we shall be able to talk over old times.” 
The student came back at the appointed 
hour and found the merchant even busier 
than before. The latter took him home, 
introduced him to his wife, and said he must 
rush back to the office “to cleat up.“ He 
would return forthwith. An hour went by, 
two hours; and the wife was very embarrassed, 
complaining to her guest of the irregularity 
of her meals owing to her husband’s absorp- 
tion in business. Eventually the husband 
came home thoroughly exhausted, and they 
were able to sit down to the belated meal. 
Ir WAS BETTER THEN.”

which is “a tree of life to them that uphold it.”

usurious exploitation of the faculties of others.
